Deeply as sane Americans will regret the action of the 
municipal authorities of San Francisco in excluding Jap- 
anese pupils frem the public schools of that city, and 
keenly as they will deplore the resentment which the pro- 
ceeding has aroused in Japan, the notion that the affair 
isay lead to any serious trouble between the United 
States and Japan is unworthy of consideration. Reports 
from Tokio indicate tiat President Roosevelt’s prompt 
assurance that the Federal government is entirely op- 
posed to the action of the California officers and that an 
investigation of their conduct has already been instituted 
has done much to placate the Japanese, and the chances 
are that the unfortunate affair will soon be amicably ad- 
justed. However, as though the wish were father to the 
thought, there is an impression in Russia that the inci- 
dent may yet plunge the two nations into war. This im- 
pression is disclosed in a leading article published in the 
Novoe Vremya, of St. Petersburg, Oct. 29, whieh says: 
“Yesterday’s friends have begun to quarrel. An anti- 
Japanese agitation has been started in the United States 
in response to the anti-Americanism in Japan, causing 
a friction which may easily be fanned into war.” It is 
quite probable that Russia would contemplate an armed 
conflict between the United States and Japan with un- 
concealed complacency. Such a struggle indeed might 
serve as the Russian opportunity for a retrial of the case 
in which Russia suffered defeat and humiliation in Man- 
churia. The mere possibility of such a thing is enough to 
show that war with a great and friendly nation is fur- 
tkest from Japan’s desire. Moreover, the ablest statesmen 
of Japan fully realize that they can safely depend upon 
the United States for an honorable and peaceful adjust- 
ment of the pending difficulty. The present trouble has 
arisen from the action of the civil authorities of a single 
State for which the Federal government is not responsi- 
ble, and their conduct again discloses one of the vexatious 
intricacies of our political system. If a treaty entered 
into with a foreign power by the United States is to be 
regarded as the supreme law of the land, then the Federal 
government has full power to prevent the exclusion of 
Japanese pupils from the schools of San Francisco; but 
that contention instantly brings up the proposition that 
under the Constitution the power of control over the 
schools is vested absolutely in the States themselves. Un- 
til that question is settled by our highest court of law, 
all that the Federal government can do to adjust the 
difficulty in San Francisco must be accomplished through 
appeal and persuasion. The trouble is inherent in our po- 
litical institutions. It has arisen before this, a fact con- 
cerning which the London Times, in a sympathetic view 
of the case, says: “One cannot help recalling the time 
when the United States was involved in a serious diplo- 
matic difficulty with Italy on account of the ill treatment 
of Italian subjects in one of the Southern States. The 
Federal government recognized the justice of the Italian 
claim and did everything in its power to obtain redress, 
but it was completely baffled by the obstinacy of the State 
authorities, and redress has never been given. The cen- 
tral authority has no more power now than then. So, 
unless the State authorities can be induced to listen to 
reason, we may have another illustration of the inherent 
weakness of a confederation in international affairs. 
Englishmen will extend to the Federal government a sym- 
pathy al] the more cordial because we at any moment 
may be involved in a similar trouble by an obstinate self- 
governing colony. Our position is stronger in certain re- 
spects, but the peril is the same in kind, if different in 
degree.”

Lieut. Col. Robert L. Howze, .U.S.A., commandant of 
cadets at the U.S. Military Academy, in a report, which 
is embodied in the final annual report of Brig. Gen. Albert 
L. Mills, U.S.A., late Superintendent of the Academy, ex- 
presses it as his deliberate opinion that the method of 
handling new cadets, adopted this year, is the best ever 
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known at the institution. He states that the entire in- 
struction of the new cadets under direction of Capt. M. B. 
Stewart, 8th U.S. Inf., was placed in the hands of the 
first class. Captain Stewart carefully systematized a 
scheme, gave the cadet instructors definite orders and in- 
struction, and then required them to carry out his ideas. 
Without exception, the results were excellent, and the 
work of the instructors was distinguished by an absence 
of the objectionable features heretofore existing. In ad- 
dition to the benefits, due to the greater experience and 
knowledge of the cadet instructors, which have been re- 
ceived by the fourth class, the first class men themselves 
derived a peculiar and valuable knowledge of methods of 
drill, of giving commands, self-confidence, etc., which will 
add to their efficiency as cadets and officers. With a few 
inappreciable exceptions, it is believed that the method of 
handling the new cadet this year is as nearly the proper 
one as can be devised. The individual instruction in rid- 
ing has been as heretofore. The amount is too small, 
because the present riding hall is not large enough. This 
deficiency is overcome to some extent by giving consider- 
able instruction during the summer and by detailing first 
class men as Artillery drivers, and by encouraging volun- 
tary riding, polo, ete. Over fifty per cent. of the cadets 
of the first class play polo. This necessitates at least 
forty serviceable polo ponies. The life of a polo pony 
is about four years, so provision should be made to supply 
ten ponies annually for cadets. The improvement in rid- 
ing, due to playing the game, is very marked, and every 
opportunity should be given the cadet to take part in it. 
The interest in the game continues unabated. 

Major William H. Johnston, U.S.A., commanding ist 
Battalion, Philippine Scouts, earnestly opposes the sug- 
gestion that the Scouts be organized into two regiments 
of Cavalry and two of Infantry, published by Major 
John F. Morrison, 13th U.S. Inf., in a recent number of 
the Journal of the Infantry Association. Writing from 
the island of Samar, Major Johnston says: “Does not 
Major Morrison know that only in very few portions of 
this division is it possible to use Cavalry at all? Ina 
few sections of Luzon and Mindanao, Cavalry may move 
mounted off the roads, but in very few. Our worthy 
brothers of the recently expanded Cavalry gained five 
regiments (fifty per cent.) in 1901, because of the needs 
of the Philippines, yet only four regiments are here now. 
In most seasons they could only be used in the field on 
foot, and would have to leave details at camp to care 
for the mounts. The Cavalry have not been out of the 
fighting. Oh, no! they not only fight on land, but on 
water, over here, but they do it as Infantry. Yet an 
Infantryman advocates adding two regiments of Cav- 
alry to the Service! He wants to put us on ponies. 
Does he believe native scouts are natural horsemen? 
They not only do not ride well, but cannot be taught 
to do so. They are not by nature horsemen, and native 
male ponies, being all stallions, are not the stuff of 
which Cavalry mounts are made. They are poorly bred, 
liable to sores, and die in herds when any disease is 
epidemic. * * * The records of engagements with hostile 
forces since 1901 show that many more Philippine Scouts 
have been the targets for hostile bullets than have 
American soldiers in the division in that time. To be 
sure, they do not assemble and maneuver by regiment, 
brigade or division—yet. But they get to the firing line, 
and have laid down more lives for American sovereignty 
since their organization in 1901, than all the other troops 
in the islands in that time.”

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Writing in advocacy of the passage of a twenty-five 
year retirement bill for the benefit of the enlisted men of 
the Navy a correspondent gives an interesting example 
of the point of view and experiences of an enlisted man 
long in our naval Service. He says in part: ‘I hope the 
25-year law will pass. “Few and far between are the men 
that put in thirty years. I havébeeh in the Navy seven- 
teen years and in the Marine Corps five years before that 
—twenty-three years when my time is out in March next, 
and the war year will give me twenty-four. I will ship 
over if they will ship me and with another year I will be 
fifty years of age. As Will Stokes says in his poem, If I 
have to do thirty years I- will be about ready to die—if I 
live that long. I am gray and my eyesight is getting poor 
and I am getting deaf already, after being in the fireroom 
seventeen years. I was on the Isthmus in ’85 and down 
in Cuba in ’98,and around China in the Boxer trouble 
and helped to bring around the Hancock. Came near get- 
ting court-martialed on my present ship for putting salt 
water in the boilers at sea. The main feed pumps broke 
down in the engine room and I had to use salt water or 
burn out the boilers or worse. Never got a cent of prize 
money or a war medal or anything else, only a dose of 
Chagres fever in Panama. Had an acting appointment 
as chief water tender once, only the Niclausse boilers 
knocked me out. The 25-year retirement law would strike 
me all right and when it will be a law and they will raise 
the pay of the fireroom force, I venture to say seventy-five 
per cent. of the men will remain in the Service and put 
in their twenty-five years.”

Brig. Gen. J. W. Bubb, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of Dakota, is not satisfied with the reports from 
boards of survey, concerning lost Government property, 
and in an official communication to his command under 
date of Oct. 24, says: “Records of boards of survey on 
Government property, received at these headquarters, do 
not ordinarily show that the diligent action has been 
taken, either on the part of responsible officers or survey- 











ing officers, which is demanded for the best interests of 
the Government. This especially applies in the case of 
ordnance and ordnance stores. The amount of revolvers 
and other ordnance property lost during the past summer 
on marches and in camps of instruction is very large. 
Greater care must be exercised by all concerned to pre- 
vent such losses as well as those of other classes of Gov- 
ernment property. Surveying officers, in future, will not 
accept the mere statement, ‘that these articles could not 
be found upon taking inventory after desertion, etc.’ The 
record must show that a thorough search and investiga- 
tion has been made throughout the organization by a com- 
missioned officer and when property was last verified by a 
commissioned. officer prior to loss, and must shew con- 
clusively that such verification has not been delegated to a 
non-comunissioned officer.” 

Major Eugene F. Ladd, U.S.A., Supervisor of the Cu- 
ban ‘I'reasury, has submitted a report on the financial con- 
dition of the island republic which shows that the recent 
uprising will prove a costly experience to the taxpayers 
of the country. ‘The report indicates that the cost of the 
revolution amounted to about $5,300,000, but of this 
amount $2,970,571 was paid prior to Oct. 1. The cost of 
the military occupation is estimated at $500,000 and 
claims arising out of the revolution at $1,000,000, Other 
expenses and the amount required to meet the budget 
bring the total up to $31,046,200. To offset there is a 
balance in the treasury of $1U,82¥,196, and the estimated 
revenue for the nine months is $16,UUU,UUU, making the 
total assets $26,52Y,1U6 and leaving a deficit of $4,217,164. 
‘Lhe above estimates,” says Major Ladd, “show that the 
dehcit for the year will probably wipe out the entire sur- 
plus of 6,056,579 which was on hand July 1 and will, 
perhaps, leave the republic in debt. If this is to be avoid- 
ed it would seem to be necessary to economize and cur- 
tail expenditures under special appropriations and possi- 
bly also the budget.” 








Arrangements are being made by the Quartermaster’s 
Department of the Army to transport to the Philippine 
Islands and to Cuba free of charge Christmas boxes 
intended for the officers and enlisted men of the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps serving on those distant stations. 
Boxes for the Philippine Islands will be taken on either 
the transport Logan, which sails from San Francisco 
on Noy. 5, or the transport Thomas (or Buford), which 
will sail from San Francisco on Dec. 5. These boxes, 
whether they are intended for officers or men of the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps, should be sent to San 
Francisco, Cal., care of the depot quartermaster there, 
with all express charges prepaid. They should be plain- 
ly addressed and plainly marked ‘“‘Christmas Box.” The 
boxes for Cuba should be sent in the same way, care of 
the depot quartermaster at Newport News, Va., and will 
be taken on the transport Sumner, which is scheduled to 
make two trips a month between Newport News and 
Havana. 

Col. Abiel L. Smith, U.S.A., Chief Commissary of the 
Philippines Division, in a recent report to the division 
commander, strongly recommends that all officers of the 
Subsistence Department detailed for duty in the Philip- 
pines be relieved every”"two years, and that all detailed 
officers in .the Department be given tours of two years in 
the islands and two years in the United States. “The 
experience gained in this Division by officers of the Sub- 
sistence Department,” says Colonel Smith, “is of greater 
advantage to them than that which can be obtained in any 
other during time of peace. The number of officers on 
duty in the Division at present is about one-sixth of the 
total number in the corps. An officer’s turn for a Philip- 
pine tour will not come around oftener than once in about 
fifteen years, and some of them will never have the ad- 
vantage of a tour as Chief Commissary of the Division, 
where the duties more nearly approximate services in war 
than anything which can be experienced in time of 
peace.” 
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Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the 
Philippines Division, includes in his annual report some 
statistics to show what the American occupation of the 
islands has cost in human life. From the records it ap- 
pears that from the occupation of the islands to July 
17, 1906, 3,884 soldiers and: officers, Regulars, have died 
in the islands; Navy and marines, 207; Scouts, 436; State 
Volunteers, 571; United States Volunteers, 1,267; total, 
6,342. Civilian employees, members of officers’ families, 
ex-soldiers, ex-employees, convicts under military con- 
trol, and miscellaneous cases, since the occupation of the 
islands to July 17, 1906, civilian employees, 479; civili- 
ans not employees, 460; total, 989. Of the victims, 876 
were killed by the enemy, 596 died of wounds, 406 were 
drowned, 522 died of cholera, 315 of smallpox, and 136 
were suicides. 
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The Navy Department will purchase soon about one 
thousand suits of light underwear, made according to 
special specifications now being drawn under the direc- 
tion of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. Advertise- 
ments for this underwear, which is for issue to enlisted 
men of the Navy, will soon be published. The Bureau 
of Equipment has made a requisition on the Navy De- 
partment for about $12,000 worth of books which will 
be supplied to the Vermont and Kansas. The many new 
books recently added by the bureau to the list of books 
furnished ships’ libraries are included in this prospective 
purchase. 
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If there has been in the Army or among its friends any 
hope that the results of experience under the present law 
prohibiting the sale of beer and light wines at Army post 
exchanges might induce the Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union to reconsider its course and favor a re- 
turn to the old system, that hope might just as well be 
aban oned at once. An overwhelming majority of all the 


Army officers who have spoken on the subject have con-— 


demned the present law and urged the restoration of the 
canteen, not merely as a matter of justice and protection 
to the soldier, but in the interest of economy and military 
efficiency. Many clergymen and other men eminent in 
civil life who have carefully investigated the situation 
have made similar recommendations. The utterances of 
all these witnesses, however, are discredited by the presi- 
dent of the W.C.T.U., Mrs. Lillian M. Stevens, who plain- 
ly intimates that their testimony is at variance with the 
truth. At a recent public meeting in Hartferd Mrs. Ste- 
vens said: “We should bear in mind that there is a 
great difference between the true Army record and the re- 
ports given out in various ways by some of the Army offi- 
cers. A candid review and fair comparison of condi- 
tions before and after the abolition of the liquor canteen 
make a good showing as a whole in favor of the present 
system.” In this view of the case Mrs. Stevens stands al- 
most alone. Army surgeons, Army chaplains, and line 
officers whose professional usefulness is measured by the 
efficiency and welfare of the troops under their command, 
have in an overwhelming majority of cases declared that 
the abolition of the canteen and the vile conditions which 
have consequently arisen in the neighborhood of nearly 
every military post have been indescribably injurious to 
the health, morals, discipline and efficiency of the en- 
listed men. The American Medical Association, the fore- 
most organization of physicians in the country, has spoken 
to the same effect. What is offered in opposition? Noth- 
ing, absolutely nothing, but the unwomanly insinuation 
that the testimony of all these witnesses is contrary to 
the facts. If the evidence of responsible, intelligent and 
disinterested witnesses is to be discredited in this amazing 
fashion there is nothing to gain by continuing the discus- 
sion any further. 
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Major George S. Bushnell, Med. Dept., U.S.A., in an 
article on tuberculosis in the military service, which ap- 
pears in the Journal of the Association of Military Sur- 
geons, awards high praise to the Army General Hospital 
at Fort Bayard, N.M., but if measured by its return of 
men to service after treatment the record hardly justifies 
the existence of the hospital as a purely military institu- 
tion. “A practical difficulty,” says Major Bushnell, 
“which might not be foreseen is that the enlisted man 
sent to duty as cured is an object of suspicion owing to 
the exaggerated bacteriaphobia for the inculcation of 
which in the laity the medical profession is responsible. 
The average company commander does not desire the 
return of soldiers who are known to have had tuber- 
culosis, and the first cold or other illness is often taken 
advantage of to secure discharge for disability. The 
Navy Department is understood to hold that the condi- 
tions of life upon the modern battleship are such as to 
render it undesirable that sailors who have had _ tuber- 
culosis should be returned to service. In view of the 
demands now made upon our Army as to tropical ser- 
vice, such a position might well be taken by, the War 
Department as respects enlisted men of no special quali- 
fications. With regard to officers of the Army and of 
the Navy who hold life positions and who, if found in- 
capacitated for duty, must be supported on the retired 
list, the situation is very different. Since positions can 
be found for officers in which their special qualifications 
may be made use of even though their health may not 
become completely re-established, it is considered advis- 
able that cases of only moderate severity should not be 
disposed of by retirement unless a protracted period of 
treatment shall have proved unavailing to effect the ar- 
rest of their disease.” 
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The Secretary of War has decided that the proceed- 
ings of an examining board in the Army are invalidated 
if the members of the board fail to take the oath faith- 
fully and impartially to conduct the examination. The 
decision of the Department, which was based upon an 
opinion of the Judge Advocate General of the Army, is 
regarded as of considerable importance, and was given 
in connection with the case of Capt. William F. Lewis, 
of the Medical Department, who will have to be re- 
examined for promotion. It appears that the board ap- 
pointed to conduct his examination for promotion did 
not take the necessary oath prescribed by General Or- 
ders 128, of 1906, until the examination was nearly 
over. Judge Advocate General Davis said in his opinion: 
“In view of the sanction which has been given, by a 
former enactment of Congress, to such regulations as 
may be prepared by the President in furtherance of the 
Act of Oct. 1, 1890, it is the opinion of this office that 
the clause of the regulations in respect to the adminis- 
tration of oaths to members of examining boards, is to 
such an extent mandatory in character as to warrant the 
disapproval of the proceedings of a board, the members 
of which have failed to qualify in the manner prescribed 
in G.O. No. 128, cs., of the War Department. It is 
also the opinion of this office that the subsequent swear- 
ing of the members did not operate to cure the defect as 
indicated in the record. It is therefore recommended 
that the findings be disapproved, and that the examina- 
tion of the officer be referred to another examining 





board, in conformity to the recommendation of the Sur- 
geon General.” 
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From the estimates, prepared by the, Panama Canal 
Commission, of the appropriations required for the prose- 
cution of the canal enterprise during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1908, it is evident that the organization and 
working policy of that great project are gradually taking 
definite form. ‘The estimates for the year above noted 
amount in all to $25,406,258.73, which, it is interesting 
to note, is very close to the aggregate for the current fiscal 
year, the appropriation for the latter having been $25,- 
456,415.08. The principal items of the proposed appro- 
priation for the next fiscal year are as follows: For 
salaries of the Panama Canal Commission and its em- 
ployees in the United States, $224,947; incidental ex- 
penses, which cover rent, cable and telegraph service, 
printing and stationery, $91,525. For pay of officers and 





employees other than laborers, the items are: Depart- : 


ment of Administration, $642,016; construction and engi- 
neering, $2,156,180; zone government, $694,270; health 
and sanitation, $652,562. For skilled and unskilled labor 
the items are: Administration, $379,674 ; construction and 
engineering, $8,261,906 ; Government, $25,244; health and 
sanitation, $643,079. For materials, buildings, etc., the 
items are: Administration, $204,637 ; construction and en- 
gineering, $8,923,000; Government, $339,406; health and 
sanitation, $792,810. The advance for the Panama Rail- 
way Company fer re-equipment is $1,385,000 next year, 
as compared with $1,000,000 this year.. 
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Col. Ramsay D. Potts, U.S.A., commandant of the 
Artillery School at Fort Monroe, calls attention to the 
fact that in spite of the most careful examination of the 
entrance papers of candidates for admission to the 
School for Master Gunners, it happens always that two 
or three men are admitted who, it is very soon seen, 
will not be able to master the course of instruction, and 
whose retention in the school is a decided drawback in 
many ways, and the instructor has heretofore recom- 
mended that they be ordered back to their posts at the 
beginning of the calendar year. Colonel Potts says that 
he is reluctant to approve the instructor’s recommenda- 
tion for the reason that it might be unjust to the men 
to turn them out in the manner indicated. “The remedy 
for this condition,” he goes on to say, “seems to be in 
prescribing a somewhat more rigid examination of can- 
didates and the actual determination of their qualifica- 
tions in algebra, geometry and trigonometry. Without 
some knowledge of these subjects a candidate is very 
likely to fail, as time does not suffice during the course to 
take them up ab initio, and as the Government goes to 
considerable expense on his account, the interests of the 
Service would be better served if his qualifications were 
more accurately known before sending him and the man 
himself spared the mortification of failure.” 
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The War Department is much gratified with the re- 
ports received by the Subsistence Department of the 
tests made under service conditions of the fireless stove. 
These tests have demonstrated beyond doubt that the so- 
called fireless cooker, which has many times been des- 
cribed in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, has come to stay 
in the Army. Many of the organizations sent to Cuba 
recently were provided with the fireless cooker, and re- 
ports received by Commissary General Sharpe indicate 
that the stove often furnished the troops with hot and 
well-cooked meals when they might very probably other- 
wise have been forced to subsist on cold food furnished 
them for emergency consumption. One organization, for 
instance, went aboard a transport at Newport News late 
one night with its fireless cookers filled with foods of 
various sorts and the next morning, when everything was 
confusion on board the ship, the men opened their fire- 
less cookers and were furnished with a steaming hot 
breakfast. It is proposed to make them of a material 
composed of copper, aluminum and nickel which, it is 
believed, will be sufficiently light to satisfy the demands 
of the Service. 
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The Commissary General of the Army this week re- 
ceived a letter from a German inventor proposing to 
submit for test by our Army a new field kitchen ar- 
rangement, which can either be used for motor vehicles 
or vehicles drawn ~by horses. When horses are used 
these kitchen wagons, which are on two wheels, are each 
provided with one horse and two big cooking utensils, 
each of the same size and sufficient to prepare food for 
a considerable number of men. The cooking utensils are 
placed in water, heated by steam, and are provided with 
a special arrangement whereby the same fire may be 
used for making biscuits or bread without interfering 
with the cooking utensils. The weight of the wagon 
complete is 750 kilograms. The inventor says that it is 
being tested by several of the European governments 
with a view to adoption by their respective armies. 
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Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester, U.S.N., contends that 
each of our battleships should be equipped with four or 
six small boats fitted with explosive engines that may be 
dropped overboard just before a battle begins, to act as 
a separate organization. These boats, capable of making 
twenty knots and each carrying a fifteen-foot torpedo, 
would constitute a fleet of torpedoboats that can take ad- 
vantage of any tactical movement we or our enemies may 
make and thus greatly strengthen the fighting power of 
our fieet. “But,” says Admiral Chester, in a discussion 





of this subject in the Proceedings of the Naval Institute, 
“if they subserve no other purpose such a squadron. of 
boats acting under the lee of the parent ships may. be 
most effective in giving aid to ships or people in distress 
during battle. With such an adjunct to our fleet as here- 
in. proposed, is not that perplexing question of under- 
water or over-water torpedo tubes solved? If we are to 
get from the large sum of money that Congress has au- 
thorized for the new battleship appropriated for in 1906 
all that she is to cost, I belieye we should. take advantage 
of the great saving in weights and the fast speed that ex- 
plosive engines give us to build boats that shall themselves 
be of fighting value to our fleet, rather than have our 
ships carry a mass of material that will be a menace to 
the lives of our men in time of battle.” 





It will be several months yet before the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks of the. Navy Department will have 
completed its plans for the big drydock -which is to be 
constructed at Puget Sound. This dock, as well as the 
new dock which it is hoped Congress will authorize for 
the New York Navy Yard, will be of sufficiently large 
dimensions to accommodate the new type of battleship 
of more than 20,000 tons displacement which is to be 
built for the United States Navy. As a result of the 
recent inspection made by Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Newberry, some highly important recommendations 
regarding drydocks on the Atlantic coast will be made 
to Congress this session. Besides the additional dock 
which the Department wants located at the New York 
Navy Yard, which will require the purchase of additional 
land there, the Secretary of the Navy will recommend 
again this year that a big floating drydock be put at 
Solomons Island, in Chesapeake bay. This proposition 
was taken up by Congress last session, it will be recalled, 
but was not approved by that body. Secretary Bona- 
parte believes that such a dock should be located in 
Chesapeake bay, and hopes that this session he may re- 
ceive the favorable action of Congress. 
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Paymr. George P. Dyer, U.S.N., whose valuable ar- 
ticle on ‘‘The Modern Naval Mess” was recently pub- 
lished in the Proceedings of the Naval Institute and re- 
viewed at length in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, has 
been complimented by the republication of his paper in 
pamphlet form:in England, and the Naval and Military 
Record commends it to the careful attention of every 
British navy officer into whose hands it may fall. ‘‘We 
may frankly admit,” says our London contemporary, 
“that Mr. Dyer’s description of a meal and how it is 
served on board the Missouri are likely to make the 
mouths of most British sailors water. Our own lower- 
deck messes have lately achieved the refinement of using 
knives and forks and even metal plates, but the ap- 
pointments of the British mess table are vastly inferior 
to those of the American Service. There appears to be 
nearly as much difference between a meal served in 
British and American warships as there is between the 
catering and service at a Lockhart’s eating house and 
the Savoy Hotel. We were aware, indeed, that American 
crews are better fed than our own naval men are, but it 
is the American method of serving the meals to which 
we would especially direct attention.’ 
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In reply to a number of requests received at the head- 
quarters, Department of California, for Weldon range 
finders, steel tapes and telescopic sights, for magazine 
rifle, the Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., informs Major J. W. 
Benét, Ord. Dept., commanding the Benecia Arsenal, un- 
der date of Oct. 13, that Weldon range finders and steel 
tapes will be issued to all organizations of Infantry and 
Cavalry as fast as they are completed and without requisi- 
tion. About one-fifth of the Army has been supplied, and 
the. remainder will be equipped as soon as practicable, 
but on account of difficulty in obtaining prisms, no defi- 
nite date can be given. No report has been received from 
the Infantry Board as to the telescopic sights for maga- 
zine rifles. It is therefore not probable that issue. will 
be made in the near future.

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Brig. Gen. George F. Elliott, commandant, U.S.M.C., 
announces that as soon as the condition of the Marine 
Corps permits he will increase the command in the 
Philippines to a total of 1,600 men, which is the number 
recommended by the general board and approved by the 
Department, and which it is believed is required for the 
proper performance of duty in the islands. It is prob- 
able, however, that the execution of General Elliott’s 
plans will be considerably delayed by the conditions 
which haye’ made it necessary to send a large force of 
marines to Cuba. 
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London despatches state that several British army offi- 
cers in. Ireland having sinned against the King’s regula- 
tions in shaving. their upper lips, the commander-in-chief, 
General Lord Grenfell, has issued an order calling atten- 
tion to the regulation that the chin. and under lip must 
be shaved, but not the upper lip. Side whiskers if worn 
must be of moderate length. 
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Secretary Taft’s itinerary of Army post inspection dur- 
ing and following the conclusion of his tour of political 
speechmaking will include stops at the following places:

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REPORT OF SURGEON GENERAL, U.S.N. 


Surg. Gen. Presley M. Rixey, U.S.N., has submitted 
his annual report, the most striking feature of which is 
its showing as to the deficiency in the personnel of the 
Navy Medical Corps. He notes with regret that the ef- 
forts made to fill the vacancies in the Medical Corps have 
not met with the desired success. It is evident that quali- 
fied young men of the medical profession do not regard 
the naval service with special favor as a life career. There 
are several conditions which tend to make the Navy less 
attractive to them than other branches of the public ser- 


vice, Some of these are the time spent at sea, inability 
to retire after thirty years’ seryice, and slow promotion. 
Sea service is undoubtedly the principal factor which de- 
termines the preference of would-be applicants against the 
Medical Corps of the Navy. ‘That the Navy exists for 
sea service is undeniable. The full truth of the fact is 
well appreciated, however, by medical students and 
weighs heavily with them to the disadvantage of the naval 
medical service. In 1903, when Congress passed the law 
increasing the number of surgeons to eighty-five and giv- 
ing all in the grade of surgeon the rank of lieutenant 
commander, thirty-four entered the Navy as assistant sur- 
geons. Since then, as the effect of the law upon promo- 
tion was found to be only temporary, the number de- 
creased to twenty-four in 1904 and twenty in 1905. As to 
the need of increase in the personnel of the Medical Corps, 
the Surgeon General says: 

The number of surgeons should be increased to 100, the 
number of medical inspectors to twenty-five, and the number 
of medical directors to twenty. There has been no increase in 
the grades of medical inspector and medical director since 
these grades were created, in 1870. The number in the grade 
of medical director was then fixed in proportion to the number 
of captains in the line. The actual strength of the Navy and 
Marine Corps has increased from 16,000 to nearly 43,000, but 
the number of medical inspectors and medical directors re- 
mains the same in 1906 as in 1885. When the Medical Corps 
reaches its authorized strength in 1908 the number allowed in 
these grades will be reduced to four per cent. of the corps. 
For comparison, it is noted that the percentage of line offi- 
cers in the grades of commander and captain now authorized 
by law is for the former eleven and for the latter seven. 

The number of surgeons should be increased fifteen, making 
one hundred surgeons*in all, to provide a sufficient number to 
meet the constantly increasing demands for officers of this 
grade. Jan. 81, 1906, there were thirty-five surgeons on sea- 
going ships and eight on foreign stations that count as sea 
duty, making a total of forty-three. This left forty-four sur- 
geons for other than sea duty. Of these, thirty-nine were at 
shore stations, three were on sick leave, one was returning 
from sea, and one was waiting orders. It thus appears that 
all the medical officers of the Navy in the grade of surgeon, 
with the exception of five, were on duty either on ships or at 
shore stations requiring officers of that grade. There were 
sixteen surgeons to be relieved from duty on seagoing ships 
and foreign stations, and at least ten ships requiring surgeons 
to be put in commission, making a total of twenty-six re- 
quired for sea duty in 1906. Of the twenty-six necessary to 
relieve those whose sea service was to expire and for ships to 
be commissioned during the year not one would have been on 
shore duty for two years. With the present number of sur- 
geons the shore duty of officers in this grade is being gradually 
shortened, proper leave of absence after a full cruise at sea 
is not practicable, sea duty with its privations is increased, 
and, therefore, features which have always been prominent 
causes of the unpopularity of the naval medical service as a 
career for graduates in medicine are intensified. It can 
readily be seen that, even with the proposed increase of five 
surgeons each year for three years, the margin of those avail- 
able for duty will be very small in view of emergencies, of the 
five per cent. of ineffectives which must be allowed for ill- 
ness, and of additions to the fleet and to the personnel. In 
this connection it may be remarked that there are seven 
shore stations requiring surgeons, which are now filled by re- 
tired officers whose services will not be available in 1912. 

The Surgeon General calls attention to the fact that 
promotion, except to the lower grade of passed assistant 
surgeon in the Medical Corps, is now practically at a 
standstill. There will be only sixty-three retirements for 
age, an average of three a year for twenty-two years, un- 
titil 1928. The average age of the senior six surgeons is 
fifty-three years and their average length of service is 
twenty-nine years. The situation offers evidently little 
cpportunity of promotion. There are two ways by which 
this stagnation may be relieved; first, by allowing volun- 
tary retirement after thirty years’ service, and, second, by 
increasing the upper grades of the Medical Corps. The 
former is granted by law to the Army and the Marine 
Corps and there is no just reason why it should be with- 
held from the Navy. Officers of the Medical Corps, after 
reaching the rank of lieutenant commander, are not pro- 
moted with officers of the line of ‘corresponding rank. For 
example, a surgeon whose date of precedence is June, 
1873, will not be promoted to medical inspector until 
1909, while his corresponding number in the line was pro- 
moted to commander in July, 1905. Surgeons thus lose 
seniority for from three to four years. This is cited to 
emphasize the fact that promotion in the Medical Corps, 
after the first promotion following commission, depends 
upon retirements and casualties in the upper grades, and 
that without increase in these grades, and voluntary re- 
tirement after thirty years’ service, the present stagnation 
in promotion will continue. Of all the corps of the Navy 
the Medical Corps alone has been unable to secure a suffi- 
cient number of qualified men. The difficulty of obtain- 
ing qualified doctors for the Service was experienced also 
by the British navy, and an attempt was made to over- 
come it by special legislation regarding the Medical Corps, 
one provision of which was voluntary retirement after 
stated periods of service. 

Other features of the Surgeon General’s report will be 
dealt with in a subsequent issue of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, as will the annual report of the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy, which reaches us too late for proper 
review this week. 
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When the new torpedoboats for which the Government 
is now having plans made are completed, there will be an 
excellent opportunity for the Secretary of the Navy to 
propose for one of them the name of Flusser, the Balti- 
more American suggests, in honor of Lieut. Comdr. Chas. 
Williamson Flusser, a native of Maryland and an illus- 
trious naval officer in the Civil War, who, while in com- 
mand of the Miami in the fight with the Confederate ram 
Albemarle, lost his life by a shell from one of his own 
guns. He was the first to be buried in the Naval. Acade- 
my Cemetery at Annapolis. Commander Flusser was one 
of those honored in the unveiling of memorial tablets at 
the Mare Island chapel, his services being commemorated 
in the address composed by Charles W. Stewart, of Wash- 
ington, which appeared in these columns on June 30. 
While his name is not as familiar to the public as those of 
some other naval heroes, it is in the honor roll of those 
who, though of Southern birth and kin, remained loyal to 
the Union, and his associates still. alive remember the 
glory of his brave deeds that earned for him the sobriquet 


of “Lion-hearted Flusser.’ P.A. Engr. John W. Sa- 
ville, U.S.N., retired, who was acting chief engineer on 
the Miami when Flusser was killed and now lives in Bal- 
timore, is quoted by the Baltimore American as paying 
a high tribute to the memory of the dead sailor, saying 
that there were few men like him—unobtrusive, gallant, 
brave, a good executive and a man whom all admired. He 
added that Flusser had two brothers in the Confederate 
service—Ottoker, who was in the 4th Texas Infantry, and 
who was killed Sept, 17, 1862, at Antietam, and Guy, a 
lieutenant in the 4th Kentucky Cavalry, who was killed 
April 19, 1864, at Mount Sterling, Ky., and thus the war 
not only separated the brothers, who loved each other 
dearly, but cost each his life. 
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The Boston Transcript says: “A writer in the ARMY 
AND Navy JourNAL, dealing with soldiers and sailors as 
heroes of fiction, maintains that they are losing their 
status with novelists. For over a hundred years, he main- 
tains, soldiers and sailors had the right of the line, dis- 
tancing the vicar and the curate with the utmost ease; 
but to-day there are signs that they are losing favor. Pos- 
sibly this writer is correct, but his enumeration of sol- 
diers of romance is so incomplete as to raise a doubt as to 
his authority as a critic. From his list of Dickens’s sol- 
diers he omits Major Bagstock, the sly, the peppery, the 
ever-delightful. He was as he represented himself, ‘a 
rough and tough and up-to-snuff major of the old school.’ 
Dickens never drew a better portrait than that of this 
veteran whose naturally choleric temper had been inten- 
sified by curry, brandy, and long service under India’s 
sun; who had known the Duke of York, and who was 
worthy to have served in the same regiment with Major 
Pendennis. Major Bagstock assures us that wherever you 
went in India in his time you heard of nothing but ‘Joey 
Bagstock and Bill Blitherstone,’ and one of the great 
regrets on laying down ‘Dombey and Son’ is that the 
major’s reference to his chum is not amplified.” 
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In the course of an article on “Patriotism and Our 
National Air,” the Baltimore Sun makes the following 
statement which, if correct, will doubtless oblige Secre- 
tary Taft and Secretary Bonaparte to acknowledge that 
our Maryland contemporary has “one on them’: “Two 
statesmen—one at the head of the War Department of 
the U.S, Government, the other at the head of the Navy 
Department—attended a ‘political meeting in Baltimore 
recently. The band played the national air, ‘The Star 
Spangled Banner.’ The statesmen did not rise promptly 
to their feet as the strains of this stirring air filled the 
building. It is probable they would not have stood up at 
all to honor the national anthem if their attention had not 
been directed to the fact that the audience was standing. 
Of course, they realized then that all good Americans must 
display their patriotism by assuming a standing position 
when “Lhe Star Spangled Banner’ is played in public. 
They will not be caught napping again unless they for- 
get.” 





A curious result of the recent adoption by the Army 
of the system of identification by finger prints was the 
discovery in the person of a prisoner at Fort Leaven- 
worth of a British murderer, for whom the Scotland Yard 
authorities have been looking. The man was a prisoner 
in the United States penitentiary, serving a five-year 
sentence for a military crime. When the warden, fol- 
lowing the general order to take the finger print records 
of all soldiers, attempted to secure an impression of this 
man’s digits, he met with violent resistance. Suspecting 
that this based upon the man’s previous knowledge. of 
the use to which these finger prints might be put, the 
warden sent copies of the prints to the police authorities 
in a number of cities. Within a comparatively short 
time, Scotland Yard reported that the man had com- 
mitted an atrocious murder in Malta, that he had been 
sentenced to life imprisonment, and had escaped to Ameri- 
ca. 
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“Nine months have passed by since the wreck of the 
steamer Valencia on the west shore of Vancouver Island,” 
says the Railway and Marine News of Seattle, “and not 
one tangible thing done by the United States Government 
to provide aids for navigation in the vicinity of Cape 
Flattery. or several weeks following the disaster, in 
which many precious lives were lost, the people of the 
north Pacific coast, and in fact all over the country, were 
crying out for aid at the hands of the Federal Govern- 
yent. A special commission was appointed by the Presi- 
dent to investigate the cause of the wreck and suggest a 
remedy for a repetition of such disasters. The commis- 
sion held sessions in Seattle for several weeks, and in 
their report censured Captain Johnson, who went down 
with his ship, criticized several others, and recommended 
a life-saving station for Neah Bay, a lightship for Swift- 
sure Bank, wireless telegraphy, and other things, and 
there it rested.” 
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Contracts have just been made by the Bureau of Ord- 
nance of the War Department for 358,000 pounds of 
smokeless powder, at a uniform price of sixty-nine cents 
a pound. The DuPont Powder Company was given a 
contract for 60,000 pounds of smokeless powder for 12- 
inch mortars. The International Smokeless Powder and 
Chemical Company is to furnish 124,000 pounds of 
smokeless for 12-inch rifles, models of 1888 and 1895, 
and 25,000 pounds for the 12-inch rifle, model of 1900. 
The California Powder Works will make 87,000 pounds 
for the 6-inch rifles, and the Laflin and Rand Powder 
Company, of Haskel, N. J., 60,000 pounds for 8-inch 
rifles, model of 1888. 


Judge Advocate General Davis has rendered an opin- 
ion, which has been approved by the Acting Secretary of 
War, that enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts are a 
part of the Army within the meaning of Section 4843, 
Revised Statutes, and are entitled, as such, to admission 
to the Government Hospital for the Insane. It is inter- 
esting also to note that the Attorney General of the 

nited States has decided this week that contract sur- 
geons of the Army are also entitled to treatment at the 
Government Hospital for the Insane.

Mr. Haldane, British War Secretary, replying in the 
House of Commons Noy. 1 to Mr. John Henniker Heaton, 
progressively conservative, said the government did not 
intend to publish the report of Lieutenant Colonel Hobbs, 
who went to the United States to inspect meat supplies 
for the British army shortly after the packing scandals, 
and he, the Secretary, could not make a statement on the 
subject until a final decision regarding future contracts 
had been arrived at. The British army still held about 
three and a quarter million pounds of American canned 
meat. 





The London Standard, which is carrying on a daily 
campaign in favor of the government’s naval reforms, 
complains against the proposed extension of short ser- 
vice, saying that, besides tending to destroy the sea- 
going efficiency of the men, it will benefit the United 
States Navy. It declares that experience with the par- 
tial short service during the last three years has shown 
that large numbers of discharged men, if they do not drift 
into the ranks of the unemployed, go to the United States, 
where, being highly trained, they are naturally welcomed 
in the navy and highly paid. 
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The London Court Journal says: “It is not generally 
known that Nelson’s death was the origin of the black silk 
handkerchief which the sailor wears under his broad blue 
collar, tied in a loose knot in front. The scarf, or hand- 
kerchief, was first worn as mourning for the great ad- 
miral, and by some means or other it was retained and 
eventually became a part of the naval man’s uniform. 
The white stripes around the broad blue collar also repre- 
sent the victories at the Nile, Copenhagen and Trafal- 
gar.”’ 
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By direction of the War Department the commanding 
general of the Department of the Lakes has sent 2d Lieut. 
John S. Hamilton, 13th Inf., who recently surrendered 


after an unauthorized absence of nearly three months, to 
the Department of the East. It is probable that Lieu- 
tenant Hamilton will be tried by court-martial as a result 
of his long absence without leave, which nearly terminat- 
ed in his being dropped from the rolls of the Army as a 
deserter. Just what charges will be preferred against him 
is not known at the War Department.

In addition to twenty-four lieutenants of Cavalry and 
twelve lieutenants of Artillery, selected by regimental 
commanders and by the Chief of Artillery, respectively, 
for a tour of duty at the School of Application for 
Cavalry and Field Artillery at Fort Riley, there will be 
detailed as student officers such Artillery officers as are on 
duty at Fort Riley and who are available. An important 
change is that a diploma of the school will be accepted 
in lieu of certain specified studies when an officer is under 
examination for promotion. 
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There are still three vacancies in the list of chap- 
lains in the Army. In the office of the Military Secre- 
iary there are possibly the names of a hundred appli- 
cants for these vacancies, but the President has not yet 
signified whom he will designate to take the examination 
required for appointment. It is understood that designa- 
tions will be made to fill the three vacancies after the 
elections of Nov. 6. 





Secretary of War Taft and Brig. Gen. Thomas H. 
Barry, Acting Chief of Staff, will make inspections of 
Forts D. A. Russell, Robinson, Sheridan, Leavenworth, 
Riley, Sill, Sam Houston and Oglethorpe. General Barry 
left Washington on Nov. 2 for Fort D. A. Russell, where 
he will join Secretary Taft on Nov. 6.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Rear Admiral Francis W. Dickins, U.S.N., who was re- 
tired on Nov. 2 on account of the age limit, after an 
active service of over forty-four years, was born in Beek- 
manville, Dutchess County, N.Y., Nov. 22, 1844. He 
was appointed an acting midshipman at the Naval Acade- 
my from Connecticut, Sept. 20, 1861, and was promoted 
to midshipman July 16, 1862. He was put into an ad- 
vanced class and graduated in three years, Nov. 22, 1864. 
His first duty after graduation was on the receivingship 
North Carolina in the early part of 1865, and in April of 
the latter year he reported for duty on board the Colo- 
rado, which was then the flagship of the European Fleet. 
Among the various duties he performed during his long 
service was the following: Ile was on the Augusta in 
March, 1867, and convoyed the monitor Miantonomah 
about the Mediterranean and home via the Canaries, 
Cape de Verdes and West Indies. He was on duty on the 
Tuscarora on the South Pacific and West India stations 
until 1871. He was at the torpedo station at Newport, 
R.I., up to 1872. He was executive officer of the Kansas 
when she sailed on the Nicaragua Inter-Oceanic Canai 
Surveying Expedition and next joined the Monocacy on 
the Asiatie Station as executive officer. When that ves- 
sel visited Bangkok he was presented with a silver medal 
by the King of Siam, its acceptance being authorized 
by Congress. In 1873 he served on the Kearsarge and 
Yantic and assumed command of the latter vessel in 
April, 1876. He was at the U.S. Naval Academy as in- 
structor in mathematics from early in 1879 until August, 
1880. In December of the latter year he was appointed a 
member of the board to determine the date of precedence 
of the officers of the Navy. While serving on the Consti- 
tution in 1881, he was detached from that vessel, owing 
to an injury received from a falling spar. He served in 
the Hydrographic Office, on the Kearsarge, and was in 
command of the storeship Onward at the Callao, Peru. 
While in command of the Tallapoosa on the South At- 
lantic Station in March, 1889,- he rescued the British 
steamer Zarate, which had gone ashore on Lobos Island, 
off Maldonado, Uruguay. For this service he received 
complimentary letters from the Navy Department and the 
admiral commanding his squadron, and he also received 
the substantial present of $7,500 from the Maritime As- 
sociation of London, England, to be divided among the 
officers and crew of the Tallapoosa. While on duty at the 
navy yard, Washington, from 1890 to 1892, he performed 
the duties of civil engineer, and received the commenda- 
tion of the Chief of Bureau of Yards and Docks for taking 
down the West Ship House. He represented the Presi- 
dent of the United States at the funeral of ex-President 
Hayes, an] also represented the President while in charge 
of the courtesies to the Duke of Veragua, lineal descend- 
ant of Christopher Columbus while in the United States 
as a guest of the nation. For the latter service he re- 
ceived a commendatory letter from the Secretary of State, 
and was decorated as Knight of the Cross of Naval Merit 
by King Alfonso XIII. of Spain, through the Queen Re- 
gent. He was in command of the Monongahela during 
her cruise to Europe in 1895. He was in command of the 
Essex until July 9, 1894, and in August of the latter 
year he assumed command of the Training Station at 
Newport, R.I., remaining in command until Dec. 15, 
1896. On Dec. 17, 1895, he was ordered to duty as as- 
sistant to the Chief of Bureau of Navigation, and ren- 
dered valuable services in that office during the War with 
Spain. His last assignment was in command of the U.S. 
S. Texas, from which he was detached last spring and 
placed on waiting orders. 

Capt. William H. Emory, U.S.N., promoted rear ad- 
miral by the retirement of Rear Admiral Dickins, is a son 
of the late Brig. Gen. William H. Emory, U.S.A. - Rear 
Admiral Emory was graduated from the Naval Academy 
in 1866, and has had an active naval career. One of his 
memorable cruises was as commander of the U.S.S. Bear 
of the Greely Relief Expedition in 1884. Among other 
vessels he has served in were the Iroquois on the Asiatic 
Station, gunnery ship Constellation, Hartford of the Asi- 
atic Station, Franklin of the European Station, Trenton 
of the European Station; commanding the Thetis on spe- 
cial service in the North Pacific; commanding U.S.S. Pe- 
trel from March, 1894, to June, 1896; on the Brooklyn 
as chief of staff, May 18, 1897: was a member of the 
Board of Survey Oct. 5, 1898, and later was in command 
of the Indiana. His last assignment to duty was as com- 
mander of the receivingship Hancock at the navy yard, 
New York. 

First Lieut. Joseph C. Wilson, 3d U.S. Inf., who has 
been found incapacitated for active service and has been 
retired, entered the Army as a private in the 10th Infan- 
try in July, 1896. He was appointed a second lieutenant 
in the 28th U.S. Volunteer Infantry July 5, 1899, and 
served with that command in the Philippines. He was 
appointed a second lieutenant in the 6th Infantry in 1901, 
and was promoted to first lieutenant, 3d Infantry, in 
1903. He is a graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry 
School of the class of 1903, and was born in Pennsylva- 
nia Oct. 15, 1871. 

Major Elon F. Willcox. 4th U.S. Cav., who was re- 
tired on Oct. 28 at his own request, was born in Michigan 
Nov. 6, 1855, and is a son of Brig. Gen. O. B. Willcox, U. 
S.A., retired. He was appointed a cadet at West Point 
July 1, 1873, and after graduating June 14. 1878, was 
promoted an additional second lieutenant in the 12th In- 
fantry. He was promoted second lieutenant June 28, 
1878, and was transferred to the 6th Cavalry in 1882. 
He was made a first lieutenant in May, 1886. He was 
on the frontier from 1878 to 1886, and participated in 
the Cibicu campaign against White Mountain Apaches 
in 1881, and in the Chiricahua campaign of 1882. Major 
Willcox was in the field under General Crook in his Mexi- 
can campaign against Chiricahua Apaches in 1883, and 
was actively engaged in the field operating against Ge- 
ronimo’s Apaches from September, 1885, until June, 1886. 
He was also in the Sioux campaign, and the battle of 
White River, 8.D., in 1891; was in the “cowboy war” in 
Wyoming in 1892. and was in the Chicago riots in 1893. 
He mustered in the Colorado volunteers for the Spanish- 
American war, and then went to Cuba. Major Willcox 
recently returned from the Philippines. 

Lieut. Col. Robert J. C. Irvine, 21st U.S. Inf., who was 
retired from active service on Oct. 30 on account of disa- 
bility incident to the Service, is a native of Canada, and 
was born July 18, 1851. He was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the 11th U.S. Inf., Sept. 1, 1879, from Georgia. 


He served with the 11th Infantry until promoted major.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Manila press despatches of Oct. 29 state that pulaj 
outlaws in the island of Samar have attacked eteaeee, 
ing supplies on the Surigao River, killed three scouts and 
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wounded one. Fire pulajanes were killed. The supplies 
were saved. ‘Troops are now pursuing the pulajanes. 

Washington despatches announce that President Roose- 
yelt is preparing to redeem his promise made to the Phil- 
ippine people through Secretary Taft that they shall have 
a parliament of their own, conditioned upon their good 
hehavior for a term of two years, an‘ it is understood 
that Secretary Taft himself will proceed to the Philip- 
pines next spring to witness the installation of the new 
form of representative government. March 27, 1905, the 
Philippine census was published and consequently two 
years from that date, March 27, 1907, under the terms of 
the Act of Congress the President will direct the Philip- 
pine Commission to call a general election for the choice 
of delegates to what will be known as the Philippine As- 
sembly. 

Hon. Henry C. Ide, late Governor General of the Phil- 
ippines, who arrived at San Francisco from Manila on 
Oct, 30, is quoted in press despatches as follows: “What 
the Philippines do need, however, is a square deal in the 
matter of the tariff. By annexation we killed Spanish 
markets for the sugar and tobacco of the Philippines, and 
by our tariff we barred these products from the United 
States. Both industries are to-day in a state of prostra- 
tion.” Judge Ide says the Philippines are to-day in better 
shape than ever before, the labor question no longer being 
a problem. The policing of the islands is almost entirely 
in the hands of the natives save in Leyte and Samar.

THE ARMY MUTUAL AID. 


To THE Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In further comment on Colonel Evans's list of ages in 
the Army Mutual Aid Association, let me say that he has 
in fact added one more strong point in favor of increasing 
assessments all along the line, not simply in a percentage 
ratio, but uniformly; and why? Well, because he is un- 
easy about the interests of the younger branch of the 
Service and believes that the hale and hearty old fellows 
who have many more years should be made to pony up 
for the reserve which, in time, will of course be doled out 
as a dividend; and where will the old boys “come in”’— 
these poor things? : f " 

Seriously, the mistake in this whole proposition lies in 
this: We of the Army are not like the usual run of the 
race seeking insurance. We don’t die of old age; ex- 
posure comes to those in the lower grades and this little 
association of ours proposes to look out for this very class 
of men who have to stand special assessments in regular 
companies. 

The retired list will, we venture to say, not be depleted 
at a rate that will hinder its incumbents paying up hand- 


somely before they depart, the proposed tax of 100 or 
a greater per cent. on the assessments of the gentlemen 
selected for elimination. 

It is not the practice of honorable associations to at- 
tempt to correct past errors or mistakes by ex-post facto 
methods. Suppose for instance it were discovered at this 
late day that a lieutenant colonel’s pay is out of all pro- 
portion.to that of the second lieutenant. Should a tax 
be charged against the higher grades to rectify a defi- 
ciency in the lower grade—not from now on—but to 
balance the account for a decade or so? That is the whole 
question—the meat and the milk in the ig . 


To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It seems that “X. Y. Z.” in his letter which appeared 
on Oct. 27 misapprehends my motive in inviting attention 
in your previous issue to the advanced age of a number 


of the members of the Army Mutual Aid Society, I had 
no desire to depreciate their claims. On the contrary, I 
agree with “X. Y. Z.” that they are entitled to the high- 
est consideration. I simply wished to invite attention to 
the fact that under the present constitution it might soon 
become impossible to pay the benefits for which the con- 
stitution provides. I think that justice to the older mem- 
bers renders it imperative that we should consider this 
matter now and not wait until it becomes too late for us 
to make suitable provision. 

In less than two-thirds of the current fiscal year we 
have had to pay twenty-two benefits. This indicates that 
we shall probably commence to deplete our reserve before 
the end of the fiscal year. 

Again, in the interest of the older members, as well as 
in the interest of the younger, I ask, What are we going 
to do about it? W. P. Evans.

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THE POST NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICER. 
Fort Stevens, Ore., Oct. 26, 1906. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

With reference to suggestion submitted by “An Am- 
bitious N.-C. O.,” in the Army AND Navy JouRNAL of 
Qct. 20, I note the following statement: “Let the post non- 
commissioned staff officers be retired in case of disability 
after twenty years’ service and upon their own application 
after twenty-five years’ service.” 

I have a suggestion to respectfully submit: Let the post 
non-commissioned staif officers be retired after twenty 
years’ service on their own application, and after reaching 
twenty-five years be compelled to retire. As is well known 
by all enlisted men, there are very few vacancies in the 
several grades of post non-commissioned staff officers each 
year. There are a large number of applicants who have 
shown their proficiency for these positions by the rigid 
examinations they have undergone, and there is no in- 
dication that they will receive their appointments very 
soon. 

In many eases some will reach the age limit long before 
heing appointed. If this much-needed bill should go into 
effect it would greatly relieve this defect. As the position 
of post non-commissioned staff officer is the highest rank 
an enlisted man can reach, it should have earlier retire- 
ment, so that worthy men who deserve promotion could be 
promoted. 

As the correspondent has suggested, the Army calls for 
able-bodied men. Under the present system men are re- 
tired from the Service wholly disabled, and this should not 
be. Enlisted men should be retired with less than thirty 
years’ service.

THE GRAFTON CASE. 
Detroit, Mich., Oct. 24, 1906. 
To THE EpITorR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I note that you are receiving contributions for the de- 
fense of Private Grafton, of the 12th Infantry, who has 
heen sentenced to twelve years’ imprisonment by the civil 
court in the Philippine Islands for having shot and killed 
two Filipinos while he was on sentry duty. I am fully 
familiar with the case of Private Grafton, and I feel very 
strongly that his acquittal at the hands of the court-mar- 
tial, by which he was first tried, was entirely proper. I 
also feel that in such cases civil courts have no jurisdic- 
tion, and that this point must be decided once and for all 
for the general welfare of the Service. I therefore take 
pleasure in handing you herewith my check for $5, which 
I trust may be of some use in providing adequate counsel. 

My feelings in this matter are too strong to permit me 
to discuss the case calmly. I can only say that I feel that 
outrage has been perpetrated upon a brave United States 
soldier and that it behooves every American citizen, who 
has any respect for his flag or the Service, to do what- 
ever he can to see that this wrong is righted without fur- 
ther delay.

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NOTES OF CUBAN AFFAIRS. 

Speaking of the departure of the United States 
cruiser Denver, Comdr. John C. Colwell, U.S.N., com- 
manding, from Cuban waters, La Lucha, of Havana, 
says: ‘Her commander, officers and crew have en- 
deared themselves to the people of Havana. The an- 
nouncement that the Denver is to leave created a great 
disappointment throughout the city, for it was hoped 
that this vessel, having been the first to arrive here at 


the beginning of the trouble, would, by that right, be 
allowed to remain until the last. No other ship is better 
or more favorably known to the Cuban people in the 
history of the past disturbance. Commander Colwell 
and his officers‘are looked upon by the people as their 
friends in need, the first to have come to save the situa- 
tion, and no matter how fine might be the men occupy- 
ing similar positions on the other vessels, no matter 
how courteous, attentive, or diplomatic, they can never 
reach the same place in the hearts of our people. It 
must be said that the public has been gratified over the 
presence of the war vessels. The crowds which daily 
visited them enjoyed their visits immensely, not only 
because the ships made such a fine impression, but be- 
cause such uniform courtesy was shown them by the 
gentlemanly officers and the obliging crews. It is a 
great pity that an imposing fleet could not have been re- 
tained here, for the United States has no better repre- 
sentatives in any branch of its Service than those in the 
Navy, but the present conditions do not necessitate the 
maintenance of a large navy here. The people of Havana 
have shown their appreciation of Commander Colwell, 
and they realize that he is exceptionally well posted on 
the Cuban situation, that from the very first he was for- 
tunate enough to have made a good diagnosis of it and 
his study of it since then has eminently fitted him for a 
post of high honor and trust in Cuba.” 

Company A, Hospital Corps, U.S.A., now on duty at 
Camp Columbia, Marianao, Cuba, with two field hospitals 
left Washington Barracks, D.C., for Newport News, Va., 
on the evening of Oct. 2, and was the first organization 
to arrive at the latter place. The company left Newport 
News on the chartered transport Admiral Sampson on the 
evening of Oct. 9 and arrived in Havana Oct. 18. It has 
established a field hospital at this camp, and although 
the camp was somewhat damaged by the hurricane of Oct. 
17, the company is still in the ring and doing business 
at the old stand. The men are all well satisfied with the 
city and are prepared for a long stay, which from present 
impressions will be very pleasant. The old _ hospital, 
which was used by the United States troops from 1898 to 
1908, is being rapidly repaired and the company is to oc- 
cupy this upon its completion. 

Major Eugene IF. Ladd, acting as chairman of the 
disarmament committee in Havana province, has re- 
ported that 5,408 insurgents have been disbanded in his 
territory. Only 330 certificates for the possession of 
horses have been issued by the committee. 

The cruiser Brooklyn left Havana on Novy. 1 for New- 
port News. 

It appears that the decree issued by Governor Taft, 
before his departure from Cuba, for the free entry of 
Army and Navy stores does not apply to supplies for 
post exchanges, 

An executive order was issued by President Roose- 
velt on Oct. 27 directing that the temporary administra- 
tion of the government of Cuba shall be conducted in 
Havana by the Provisional Governor, subject to the 
supervision of the Secretary of War; and all business in 
relation thereto in this country will be transacted in 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs,of the War Department, 
where it will be made a matter of official record. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller of the Treasury was called upon this 
week to decide whether Capt. Henry W. Carpenter, 
Marine Corps, is entitled to commutation of quarters 
and other allowances while performing duty at the 
Jamestown Exposition under orders issued to him by 
the Commandant of the Marine Corps placing him in 
charge of the police department of that exposition. The 
Comptroller holds that the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps is authorized to assign Captain Carpenter to duty, 
but it must be public duty. ‘The only authority to assign 
him to the duty required of him under the order placing 
him in charge of the police department of the Jamestown 
Exposition is found in the act of March 8, 1905, creating 
a Jamestown Exposition Commission, and the Comptroller 
holds that until the provisions of this act are complied 
with Captain Carpenter is not entitled to commutation of 
quarters or other allowances while performing duty under 
his present orders. The authority for his detail must 
come from the Commission. If Captain Carpenter should 
be properly detailed by the Commission, or if the detail 
he has was by authority of the Commission, or is accepted 
by it, he would be entitled after June 30, 1906, to the 
actual traveling expenses and to $4 a day for incidental 
expenses, but not to mileage or commutation of quarters. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury had before him this 
week the question of whether or not Hospital Steward 
W. Oldendorph, of the Navy, now serving on board a 
vessel of the Navy, is entitled to one-fourth additional 
pay for detention beyond expiration of enlistment. It 
appeared that the man’s enlistment expired on Aug. 22, 
1906. Since that date his account has been credited with 
one-fourth additional pay, but as the pay of enlisted men 
of the Hospital Corps of the Navy is regulated by Con- 
gress some doubt arose as to the legality of the credit. 
The Comptroller holds that the one-fourth additional pay 
credited to the man was perfectly legal. 








THE FINANCING OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


The financing of the Civil War is described by Ellis 
Paxson Oberholtzer in an article on the career and 
achievements of Jay Cooke which appears in the Novem- 
ber Century, the first of a series on Civil War topics. 
Cooke was an original genius in finance. In the financial 
troubles of the ‘forties and ’fifties he won a reputation 
for ability and probity which placed him in the foremost 
rank of American bankers. When the Civil War broke 
upon an empty national treasury Jay Cooke at once came 
to the front with resources of management, and a confi- 
dence that inspired the men behind the purses who sup- 
ported the men behind the guns. . When more millions 
than ever before in the world’s ‘history had been volun- 
tarily contributed for the preservation of a nation, and 
still the cause of the Union seemed to be on the point of 
perishing for lack of further “sinews of war,’ Cooke’s 
confidence grew stouter and his appeals more inspiring. 
Jay Cooke’s prestige and fame on the conclusion of peace 
were in proportion to his services to his country. But 


his vast fortune was swept into the vortex of a panic, and 
when the struggles of the war period were revived in song 
and story, little attention was paid to the merit of the 
man who had done so much to make it possible to pay 
the bills of heroism. 

France succumbed to Prussia in 1871, after having in- 
creased her debt about a thousand million dollars, exclu- 
sive of the great indemnity of one thousand millions more. 
To the French, the whole cost of the war and its subse- 
quent indemnity was about eighteen hundred and fifty 
million dollars of indebtedness. Russia and Japan came 
to the end of their recent war after Russia had added 
about $500,000,000 to her debt, which takes no account of 
her vanished navy. According to the figures supplied by 
the Japanese Embassy at Washington, Japan spent about 
$650,000,000. These sums seem great, but the American 
Civil War added to the debt of the Union nearly $2,800,- 
000,000, exclusive of all that could be obtained by heavy 
ordinary and extraordinary taxes. Besides all this, there 
were the debts of the loyal States and municipalities, as 
well as a great mass of obligations which never were and 
never will be paid, representing the pecuniary sacrifice of 
the people of the South. 

The vast expenditures of these years could not be met 
by any method known to the Government of the United 
States. Jay Cooke placed for Secretaries Chase, Fessen- 
den and McCulloch, the great five-twenty loan and the 
seven-thirty loan in the Civil War. He sold bonds and 
treasury notes when the Department and the sub-treas- 
uries could not sell them. He surpassed all other bankers 
and brokers whom the Secretaries tried as the one man 
who could draw from the people the great sums daily 
needed to support the war.

ARMY OF CUBAN PACIFICATION. 


Under date of Oct. 16, General Bell, U.S.A., commanding 
the Army of Cuban Pacification, issued an important memo- 
randum, prepared by the chief surgeon, regarding the general 
sanitary rules to be observed in Cuba to prevent disease. 

General Bell announced on Oct. 19 that the following ar- 
rangement has been made regarding mail service of the U.S. 
troops in the Island of Cuba: 

All incoming mail, except that for officers on duty with 
provisional government, is sent direct to headquarters at 
Marianao, Havana, Cuba, where a civil postal clerk and several 
assistants sort it and redirect it to the proper destination. 
No stamps or money orders are sold in this office. They can 
be procured at the post office in Marianao. Arrangements 
have also been made with the postal authorities for the es- 
tablishment of a post office at Camp Columbia where stamps 
and money orders will be handled. 

Mails are due to arrive from the U.S. on Tuesdays, Wed- 
pesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays. 

Mails for the U.S. should reach Havana on Monday, Wed- 
nesday and Friday evenings.

WEST POINT. 


West Point, N.Y., Oct. 30, 1906. 

The football game between Harvard and West Point, played 
on the home field on Saturday afternoon, Oct. 27, was one of 
those surprises with which the football field abounds and a most 
agreeable surprise for West. Point. Deprived of the services of 
Beavers at fullback; Johnson, R. D., the former quarterback, 
ill with bronchitis; Garey, his successor in this position, laid up 
with a broken leg; and Smith, R.D., out of the game on account 
of a strained tendon, the outlook for the team in the first big 
game of the season was certainly most unpromising. But they 
went into the contest determined to hold Harvard, and they did 
—so well that the result bade fair to be a tied score of 0-0 up 
to ninety seconds before the end of the game. The blocking of 
a drop-kick for goal, which had been attempted by Mountford, 
gave the ball into Wendell’s arms and he made a run of eighty- 
two yards for a touchdown, thus securing a score of five for 
Harvard. The try for goal was a failure. West Point fought 
up to the last instant, and when the whistle blew the ball was 
in our possession on Harvard's thirty-five-yard line and we were 
still gaining. 

Of the work of the two teams the Tribune says: ‘It was the 





hardest kind of a game for the Army to lose. On the play of 
the two teams, Harvard should have been lucky to get a tie. 
Harvard adherents have a sickening feeling when they think 
what would have happened if Beavers, Smith, Garey and John- 
son had been able to take their places in the West Point line-up. 
As it was, the Army crumpled up the heavier crimson line by 


* straight, hard football for three first downs, while Harvard got 


only one in this way. _Harvard’s play showed a thorough 
knowledge of the new rules. West Point, on the other hand, 
did not attempt a single forward pass, and relied upon end runs 
and the old-style line plays for her gains.” 

The large crowd of spectators, under the excellent manage- 
ment of the officials, found seats without confusion. The bril- 
liant black and gold and gray banner gave a bright touch of 
color. A strong breeze aided in turn Harvard and West Point. 
The number of spectators was estimated at 8,000. 

The official account of the game, as to the individual work of 
several members of the team, says that time and again the West 
Point ‘forwards went through, stopping the Harvard formations 
before they could get under way. Sultan was especially valuable 
in this way, and not far behind were Pullen (the plebe from 
Alaska), Weeks, Christy, and Erwin. The West Point ends, 
Stearns and Hickman, did excellent work. They were especially 
good in getting down under kicks. Mountford played a fine 
game at quarter, and his handling of the long and difficult 
points of Burr was especially good. Christy and Erwin were 
at least the equals of the opposing guards, though one is an All 
American man of last season. Hill, Hanlon and Moose played a 
fine defensive game, and the fact that they gained twice as much 
ground as their burly opponents spoke well for their carrying 
of the ball. The game was lost in the last ninety seconds of 
play. Sultan passed high to Mountford, who still endeavored 
to get away a drop kick for goal. The ball was blocked and 
fell into the arms of Wendell who, in full stride, broke for the 
eadet goal line, closely pursued by Hill. At the fifteen-yard 
line the latter made a desperate attempt at a flying tackle, but 
failed. The remarkable thing about this incident is that it 
repeats similar ones by which Harvard has won from West Point 
for several seasons past.

of the situation is unanswerable. The greatest nation, 
with by far the longest extent of coastwise property ex- 
posed, with the largest amount of export property on the 
water, producing most in great world staples that must 
have fair access to markets beyond seas, why, in legiti- 
mate appointment for self-protection, should we not have 
the biggest navy? All the other great nations have ene- 
mies. Their navies are for war. We have no enemy ; 
our Navy is for peace. Why should not the peace navy 
be the biggest?” 
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Commenting on the remarkable record made by the 
Army Quartermaster’s Department in the unloading of 
troops at Havana, the Daily Telegraph of that city says: 
“Eleven transports were unloaded in Havana harbor be- 
tween Oct. 7, 11 a.m., and Oct. 16, 10:15 a.m., to say 
nothing of the marines who came on the warships Prairie, 
Brooklyn and Texas. It is hardly necessary to say that 
the above represents extremely fast and expeditious work, 
and great credit is due General Humphrey in Washington, 
and the Quartermaster’s Department in Havana, under 
Major Baker. Those who assisted Major Baker were as 
follows: Captain Wren, depot quartermaster at Camp 
Columbia; Captain Butt, depot quartermaster in Ha- 
vana; Captain Horton, assistant to the chief quartermas- 
ter; Captain Normoyle, in charge at the Havana Central 
wharves, and of the water transportation and railroad 
work in Havana; Captain Smiley, quartermaster at the 
post of Camp Columbia, and Lieutenant Cabell, of the 
14th Infantry, assistant quartermaster. Credit is. also 
due Major Wilkins and Captain Cole. The speed and 
ease with which the landing of the troops was handled in 
Havana, which speaks well for the excellent arrangements 
under the quartermaster and his staff, is also due in part 
to the facilities afforded by the harbor. In all between 
5,000 and 6,000 men with their baggage were sent from 
thé transports in the harbor te Camp Columbia and safe- 
ly ensconced there, and within the period of time men- 
tioned many of the troops were sent on to various sta- 





tions through the island.” 
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TOO FREQUENT CHANGES IN THD CABINET. 


Dr. W. Wharton Hollingsworth’s letter on the unwis- 
dom of too frequent changes in the Cabinet, which we re- 
published last week from the Philadelphia Public Ledger, 
brings forward a subject which deeply concerns our na- 
val and military Services. The writer of that letter, a 
gentleman of high professional standing who is greatly in- 
terested in the upbuilding of the naval establishment, re- 
gards it as specially unfortunate that there should have 
heen fourteen secretaries of the Navy since 1869—their 
average term of service being about two and a half years 
—his contention being that it is difficult if not impossible 
for the incumbent of a post of such importance to fa- 
miliarize himself with the needs of the Service and for- 
mulate a broad, operative policy in so short a period. That 
contention is thoroughly sound. The Navy is in an eyo- 
lutionary stage. It is dealing with new and as yet unde- 
termined problems. Modern ship types, new conditions as 
to armor, armament, means of propulsion, explosives and 
projectiles, together with the overshadowing question of a 
correct adjustment of the training, duties and responsi- 
bilities of the personnel—these factors combine to render 
the general problem of naval construction, naval organi- 
zation and naval administration, one of the most’ momen- 
tous confronting any executive department of the national 
Government. Economy, progress and the security of na- 
tional interests all require that the man chosen to deal 
with that problem shall be one who is not only thoroughly 
in accord with the President and loyal to his policies, but 
who is sufficiently patriotic and self-sacrificing to agree 
to serve faithfully through the Presidential term unless 
unforeseen circumstances shal] compel him to retire. It 
is unfair to him to suppose that he can acquire in a year 
or two years a sufficiently complete knowledge of naval 
affairs to enable him to give them a consistent, harmoni- 
cus and entirely effective administration. On the other 
hand, having accepted the office, it is unfair of him to 
abandon it because he finds it uncongenial or because the 
way has been opened for his advancement to a post which 
he considers one of higher honor. 

It may be said, of course, that Cabinet officers are after 
all only counsellors to the President, and that the retire- 
ment of any or all of them need not necessarily interfere 
with his policies. The reply to that is that the President 
needs counsellors who are familiar with the problems as- 
signed to their respective departments, who can advise 
him correctly as to the condition and needs of every de- 
partment of the public service and who feel obligated 
to remain at their posts as long as the President wants 
them to do so. If there has in recent years been 
an impairment of the efficiency of the departmental 
service of the Government, and if through that im- 
pairment extravagance, waste and corruption have devel- 
oped in certain branches, these conditions, we believe, may 
he ascribed in large degree to the unwise custom of mak- 
ing frequent changes in the Cabinet out of regard for the 
wishes of individuals rather than with consideration for 
public interests. lt would be unjust that any man should 
accept a seat in the Cabinet on condition, proposed by 
himself, that after serving a year or two at the head of 
oue department he should be transferred to the head of 
another. This, of course, is never done nor ever should 
be, yet the transfers have been so frequent in recent ad- 
ministrations as to suggest at times the existence of an 
implied understanding that service in one department 
would entitle the incumbent to a transfer to what might 
seem to him a more attractive portfolio. President Roose- 
velt has been exceptionally fortunate in his choice of 
Cabinet officers. They have all been men of distinguished 
character, loyal to him, faithful to the public service and 
highly eapable administrators. What has been said here 
aus to the unwisdom of frequent changes in the Cabinet is 
therefore intended as not more applicable to the present 
administration than to it predecessors. 

There is a dispesition on the part of the public to re- 
gard the various offices of the Cabinet as posts of varying 
honor and responsibility, and in this disposition lies, per- 
haps, the real explanation of the grievous practice of 
change to accommodate the ambitions or desires of indi- 
viduals. This notion is both mistaken and reprehensible. 
The various portfolios of the Cabinet are all equally hon- 
erable, dignified and important, and no man who believes 
to the contrary is fit for any of them. The citizen ap- 
pointed to any seat in the Cabinet whose services in that 
office are satisfactory to the President should be proud to 
remain there through the Presidential term. That he 
should consider his service in one post.as entitling him to 
be transferred to another, regardless of the public inter- 
est, is intolerable, 

The office of Secretary of the Navy especially requires 
the furthest possible continuity of service on the part of 
the incumbent. ‘The Navy needs a broad, continuous pol- 
icy both in construction and administration. Its growing 
interests cal] for an established contro] secure against in- 
terruption except for urgent, impersonal considerations 
and projected along lines which shall keep the naval Ser- 
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vice free from interference from party or factional 
sources. Manifestly, therefore, the most vital need of all 
is that our statesmen and politicians as well as the people 
at large shall recognize the fact that the offices of the 
Cabinet are all equal in honor, dignity and responsibility 
and that no man should accept any of them unless he be 
willing to retain it and discharge its duties to the utmost 
of his ability so long as his services are acceptable to the 
President. ’ 


SERVICE IN CUBA TEMPORARY. 


Whether officers of the Army stationed in Cuba are 
entitled to commutation of quarters is a question which 
this week came before the War Department for decision. 
The Acting Secretary of War has approved the following 
opinion of the Judge Advocate General: “Officers of the 
Army who are in receipt of commutation of quarters 
are entitled to that allowance because they are on duty at 
places in the United States ‘where there are no public 
quarters ;’ and such officers who are now in receipt of 
that allowance as are temporarily absent from their sta- 
tions in the United States on duty with the Army of 
Pacification in Cuba, as they are ‘temporarily absent on 
duty in the field,’ are, in the opinion of this office, en- 
titled to continue to receive that allowance.” 

In connection with the assignment of a large number 
of officers of the Marine Corps to temporary duty in Cuba 
the question has arisen whether such officers are entitled 
to commutation of quarters while away from their perma- 
nent stations in this country. Capt. Churles H. Lyman, 
of the Marine Corps, one of the officers sent to Cuba with 
the Marine detachments, put in a claim for commutation 
of quarters. The commandment of the Marine Corps 
stated that these officers, including Captain Lyman, were 
detached from their stations in this country on less than 
twenty-four hours’ notice and it was impossible for them to 
remove their personal effects from their quarters, and as 
their stay in Cuba is of doubtful duration he did not feel 
that he would be justified in detaching them permanently 
from their stations in this country as he proposes directing 
their return to the United States as soon as their services 
can be spared in Cuba. The Comptroller held a few 
weeks ago that the right of an officer of the Marine Corps 
to commutation of quarters while absent from his perma- 
nent station under orders for additional duty characterized 
as temporary, could not be determined until the officer’s 
services under these orders had been completed; that 
until such time the question whether the officer has been 
temporarily absent on duty in the field could not be 
determined. After calling attention to this holding the 
Comptroller says with particular reference to the cases 
under consideration : 

“The principle above announced may have been appli- 
cable to the particular facts in that case, but to hold that 
where an officer is temporarily absent on duty in the 
field, where such duty is so notoriously temporary as the 
duty of our officers now in Cuba—the occupation of 
Cuba being only temporary in character—would_ take 
away all the force and effect of the statutes cited. 

“Moreover, the mere lapse of time alone is not suf- 
ficient evidence of the want of temporality in a service. 
Temporary absence on duty in the field is a comparative 
expression, and full faith and credence should and must 
be given to such details characterized by the responsible 
officers as temporary duty, until it is shown by evidence 
that the service in fact is such as can not fairly be 
characterized as temporary duty in the field. 

“In determining this fact long continued service in the 
field should receive its due weight in connection with the 
other facts which tend to characterize the service. 

“I am of opinion that you are justified in paying for 
the present quarters of Captain Lyman at his permanent 
station and should continue so to do until and unless 
such facts should not arise as to show that his present 
temporary detail has become permanent in its nature. 
If such conditions in the future should arise, you should 
not continue to make such payments, but submit the 
facts which tend to show that the duty once temporary 
has become permanent in its nature.” 








It is expected that the seven vacancies in the corps of 
civil engineers of the Navy will have to be filled by ap- 
pointments from civil life. The Navy Department has 
held that it will not be possible to make any more trans- 
fers from the line to the corps or designate any of the 
midshipmen for appointment as civil engineers, This 
action is rendered necessary, despite the urgent need of 
officers in the corps, by the lack of officers for duty on 
board ship. There have been numerous applications filed 
by line officers and by senior midshipmen for appointment 
as civil engineers, as the chances of promotion are con- 
sidered somewhat better than in the line. There have 
been three apointments to the corps within the last year 
from those midshipmen who had not passed the physical 
examination for appointment as ensign, the defects being 
of minor character and in no manner interfering with 
the performance of the duties of a civil engineer. The 
latest to be so appointed was A. A. Baker, who has 
joined the others at Troy, N. Y., for special instruction 
in civil engineering. The examination of candidates from 
civil life will take place about the first of the year, it is 
expected, and will be held at New York. 


No announcement has yet been made at the Navy De- 
partment of the civil engineer selected to become Chief of 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks to succeed Civil Engr. M. 
T. Endicott, who will retire on Nov. 26 and who asked then 
to be relieved. The law provides that the chief of this 
bureau must be an officer of the Corps of Civil Engineers 
of the Navy who has had not less than seven years’ ser- 





vice in. that corps. Among the many names that have 
been suggested as eligible for appointment’ to succeed Civil 
Engineer Endicott as chief of the bureau those of Civil 
Ergrs. Richard C. Hollyday and Andrew C. Cunningham 
appear to be most prominently under consideration. Civil 
Engineer Hollyday, who is now stationed at the New 
York Navy Yard, entered the Service as a civil engineer 
on March 15, 1894, and when Civil Engineer Endicott 
retires this month will be promoted to the rank of com- 
mander, Civil Engineer Cunningham is about two years 
older than Civil Engineer Hollyday, but is much the 
latter’s junior in rank, being now only a lieutenant, junior 
grade, He re-entered the Service as a civil engineer on 
Sept. 29, 1898, but many years prior to that he had been 
an officer in the Navy and is a graduate of the Naval 
Academy. He was a cadet midshipman in 1874, a mid- 
shipman in 1881, and an ensign in 1883, and in 1884 he 
resigned from the Naval Service.

It is hardly considered probable that the President will 
take any action on the report of Brig. Gen. E. A. Gar- 
lington, Inspector General of the Army, regarding the 
three companies of the 25th Infantry (colored) which 
became involved in trouble last summer with the citizens 
of Brownsville, Tex. The intimation telegraphed from 
Fort Reno, Oklahoma, where General Garlington made 
his investigation, that he had recommended the discharge 
without honor of every enlisted men and non-commis- 
sioned officer in those companies because they would not 
declare the names of the men among them who were the 
actual disturbers of the peace in Brownsville, could not 
be absolutely confirmed this week at the War Depart- 
ment. It is considered quite probable that General Gar- 
lington has made some such drastic recommendation, but 
whether or not the President will approve is a matter of 
pure conjecture. It may be stated most emphatically 
and with proper authority that the statement that Secre- 
tary Taft has approved of the proposition to disband 
those three companies is absolutely erroneous. The Sec- 
retary has not given his approval to such a recommenda- 
tion. The President still has the papers in the case be- 
fore him, but it is not considered likely that he will an- 
nounce his fina] decision in the matter until after the elec- 
tions on Nov. 6. 
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The Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department is 
working on the list of officers on the retired list who will 
be benefited by the provision in the last Naval Appropri- 
ation act giving an advance of one grade in rank to offi- 
cers, not already advanced a grade on retirement, who 
served creditably in the Civil War. In a recent edition 
of the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL some important deci- 
sions affecting this matter, rendered by the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States and the Secretary of the Navy, 
were published. It is not the intention of the Navy De- 
partment to make public the list of names of officers to be 
nominated as beneficiaries under the act until their nomi- 
nations have actually been sent to the Senate. The rec- 
ord of each officer is being carefully scrutinized by the 
Bureau of Navigation with a view to ascertaining wheth- 
er or not it can be classed as “creditable” within the 
meaning of the act. The decision rendered by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy that officers who were cadets at the Na- 
val Academy during the Civil War but who served on ves- 
sels in search of Confederate privateers are entitled to the 
benefits of the act will greatly increase thesnumber of 
names on the list which Secretary Bonaparte is preparing 
to send to the President for his approval. 
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Encouraging reports are being received by the Bureau 
of Navigation of the Navy Department from ihe officers 
in charge of the various recruiting depots. The recent ac- 
tion of the Secretary of the Navy in modifying the regu- 
lation made necessary by the last Naval Appropriation 
act that recruiting officers only accept men armed with 
their certificates of birth, allowing recruiting officers to 
accept in lieu of such certificate the certificate of the 
medical examining officer that a man is clearly over twen- 
ty-one years of age, has proved most beneficial, The lat- 
est returns received by the Navy Department show that 
there are in the neighborhood of 33,000 men now enlisted, 
which is 4,000 less than the number authorized by law. 
Now that the busy agricultural season is over it is expect- 
ed that there will be an influx of men into the Navy and 
it is hoped that before the end of the winter it will be en- 
listed up to its maximum strength. Permanent recruiting 
stations have been established at Cleveland, O., Detroit, 
Mich., and Memphis, Tenn., and from these stations and 
the other permanent stations traveling recruiting parties 
will operate in the surrounding country. 

The system inaugurated two years ago by the Navy 
Department for providing a supply of officers specially in- 
structed in ordnance matters seems to be working out 
very satisfactorily, and has evidently come to stay. 
Seven officers have already completed the course of six- 
teen months which has been laid out by the Bureau 
of Ordnance. and are now serving at sea. Seven more 
are now under instruction, Ensigns David McD. LeBreton 
and H. EB. Kimmel having been the latest to report. 
The course includes tours of duty at the Navy Gun 
Factory, the Proving Ground, the Powder Factory, the 
General Electric Works (Schenectady), and at various 
manufacturing plants where ordnance work is in progress. 
Lieut. V. A. Kimberly, of the class, has recently been 
ordered to Bridgeport, Conn., for temporary duty as as- 
sistant to the inspector of ordnance having charge of 
work at Bridgeport, Hartford, Worcester and Lowell. 
Ensign J. S. Arwine, jr., is at present at the works of the 














Bethlehem Steel Company, but will shortly be transferred 
to Schenectady where he will join Ensigns W. S. Anderson 
and R. R. Adams, who have been studying there for 
several months. 





It is understood that when the Hon. Charles J. Bona- 
parte is transferred from the Navy Department to the 
Department of Justice as Attorney General, the Presi- 
dent will be called upon to appoint a new Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation to succeed Rear Admiral George 
A. Converse, retired. It has been fairly well understood 
that Admiral Converse, who has performed such excellent 
services as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, remained 
on actice duty after his retirement last May at the earnest 
solicitation of Secretary Bonaparte. When Mr. Bona- 
parte becomes Attorney General, or shortly thereafter, a 
new chief of the bureau will be appointed. Many names 
have already been suggested to the President for appoint- 
ment as chief of this important bureau, among them be- 
ing Capt. William P. Potter, at present assistant chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation; Capt. Richard Wainwright 
and Capt. Richardson Clover. 





Secretary Taft is having prepared with a view to pre- 
septation to Congress a statement of the extraordinary 
expenses incurred by the War Department in sending 
troops to Cuba. The report will include the mileage of 
those of the 240 officers who made special trips in obedi- 
ence to orders for duty in connection with the military 
movement and the transfer of the 6,000 troops from sta- 
tions in this country to Cuba. Much travel was necessary 
on the part of officers called from various points, Then 
there will be the item of about $130,000 for increased pay 
on account of “service beyond the sea.” The sum named 
covers the period only up to the end of the fiscal year, for 
which special provision will probably be made in the form 
of a deficiency appropriation by Congress. There are 
other times, such as the cost of chartered ships and the 
special expense involved in fitting out the transports and 
other craft used. Another item is the hire of civilian 
clerks. 


So much difficulty has been encountered in determining 
the proper recipient of the legal reward for the apprehen- 
sion of deserters from the Army, and the matter has 
caused so much expense that some of the officials of the 
War Department are asking whether it would not be well 
to discontinue the custom of giving rewards for the return 
of deserters, on the ground that it is just as well to let 
such persons go their way, unless they can be caught by 
less costly methods. It is doubtful, say some Army 
officers, whether the reward really prevents desextion. 
The questions which come up in connection with ft re- 
quire much correspondence and create controversy to no 
special advantage, and where local police authorities are 
concerned, sometimes lead to the impression that the gov- 
ernment is trying to evade the payment of the reward, 
since the fine points of law raised are not always appre- 
ciated by civilian captors. 
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President Roosevelt is anxious to encourage the men 
of the Navy in marksmanship, and to this end it is now 
proposed to offer a cup for the competition in each of the 
three fleets, the winner to be the ship having the rifle team 
making the best score in the season’s firing. Small arms 
firing will be resumed by the Navy as soon as the ships of 
the Atlantic Fleet, Pacific Fleet and Asiatic Fleet are-able 
to assemble at the places where such work may be con- 
ducted safely. For the vessels in home waters this work 
will be done at Guantanamo, where the government has 
recently expended $60,000 for improved facilities, such as 
shelter for the men and telephonic communication be- 
tween the firing butts and the other points.. The im- 
provements make this range the best of its kind in the 
world. The target practice with small arms will begin 
there about the middle of January, and will be speedily 
completed, since there are accommodations for a large 
number of men to fire at one time.

The Chief Constructor of the Navy on Nov. 1 sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Navy plans for the 
20,000-ton battleship authorized in the last Naval Appro- 
priation act. It will be recalled that the act provided 
that the contract for the building of this ship could not 
be entered into by the Navy Department until the plans 
had been submitted to Congress. It is understood that 
several private ship building concerns have also submitted 
plans. In all, five designs were received from outside 
cities and two from the Board on Construction. Very 
little has been made public as to the plans. The clause 
of the Appropriation bill relating to the proposed vessel 
provided for “a first-class battleship, carrying as heavy 
armor and as powerful armament as any known vessel 
of its class, to have the highest practicable speed and 
greatest practicable radius of action, and to cost, ex- 
clusive of armament and armor, not exceeding $6,000,000.” 

The War Department will recommend to Congress 
next session that the organized militia of the country be 
furnished the new Springfield magazine rifle as.soon as 
the Grdnance Department has manufactured a number 
sufficient for a reserve for the Regular Army and for the 
miljtia. The recent exercises at the maneuver camps of 
instruction and the interest taken by the National Guard 
in rifle practice has conclusively shown the War Depart- 
ment that the organized militia is a very important ad- 
junct to the military establishment of this country. It 
is held at the War Department that before the militia 
can be furnished by the Government with the new rifle 
an act of Congress will be necessary. 
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NAVY TARGET PRACTICE. 


Rear Admiral George A. Converse, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, has made an interesting report of 
target practice in the Navy with small arms, three-inch 
field pieces and boat guns, for the year ending June 30, 
1906. 

Rear Admiral Converse points out that the various 
separate reports from which his report was compiled fre- 
quently showed the stamp of hurry and carelessness. The 
summaries, he states, were often not properly made out, 
and in many cases it was impossible to determine exactly 
what the columns of figures meant. We make the follow- 
ing extracts from the report: 

Next year the standing of vessels will be arranged ac- 
cording to the merit attained by combining the results of 
the four kinds of practice each vessel is required to hold, 
viz., individual range firing, coilective firing. practice with 
three-inch field pieces, and boat-gun practice. Ships fail- 
ing to carry out any of these practices will be given a 
zero for such practices. 

The facilities for training men and the number of 
ranges available for practice are increasing al] the time, 
and it is to be hoped that a marked increase in efficiency 
in the use of smal] arms will be effected during the com- 
ing year. Gallery practice on board ship has been discon- 
tinued, but in its place has been substituted the sub- 
target gun, which, experience shows, gives better results. 
Gallery practice may still be held at yards where galleries 
exist and will prove valuable training in addition to the 
use of the subtarget gun. In regard to scores made with 
the subtarget gun attention is invited to the fact that the 
miniature target is an exact reduction of the standard 
target for the various ranges and that the action of the 
machine is errorless, no account being taken of the normal 
errors of the gun. Therefore, pointers should be taught 
not to be satisfied with bull’s-eyes unless the prick is made 
near the center of the bull’s-eye. To make sure of a bull’s- 
eye under normal! conditions on the range the riflemen 
must hold on a virtual bull’s-eye two inches in diameter 
instead of eight; and so with the subtarget gun, many of 
the bull’s-eyes scored are good only for centers. 

In individual range firing, it appears that 10,581 officers 
and men completed the prescribed course during the year. 
Of the above thirty-six qualified as sharpshooters and 
marksmen, 374 as first class, 1,019 as second class, 1,793 
as third class, 5,312 as fourth class men, and 2,047 quali- 
fied in the requirements of A and B, but failed to qualify 
as fourth class. In addition to the above a good many 
midshipimen at the Naval Academy, and officers and men 
attached to the Navy rifle team, qualified as sharpshooters, 
and an effort has been made at Newport, Norfolk and 
Annapolis to qualify all apprentice seamen and midship- 
men in slow fire, at least, before they finish their respec- 
tive courses. 

While the showing is better than has ever been made 
before, it is believed to be far below what it should be. It 
would seem that with an unlimited allowance of ammuni- 
tion, the growing convenience of ranges, and the prizes 
provided for by law, the efficiency of our personnel as 
marksmen. might be vastly improved. 

In very few cases has the full amount of the cash allow- 
ance been awarded, owing to the shooting not being up to 
the requirements. For example, the West Virginia could 
have won $380 in prizes, and only received $12; the Ala- 
bama could have had $342, and only received $24; the 
Ohio and the Paul Jones were the only two vessels that 
received the full amounts they were entitled to. Thus out 
of forty-four ships that carried out the practice only two 
had enough men in the marksman, first, and second classes 
to permit the sum allowed by regulations to be awarded in 
prizes. The proper sum of money to pay these prizes is 
appropriated by Congress and allotted to that purpose, 
and a large proportion of it is frequently returned to the 
Treasury for the reason that the men competing for prizes 
have not made the scores necessary to entitle them to the 
award. It is not believed that the present requirements 
are too difficult if training and practice is properly carried 
out; but lax or unintelligent methods of training, an in- 
sufficient amount of instruction practice, or a hurry to 
complete the practice must necessarily affect the scores 
adversely and defeat the end contemplated in the offer of 
prizes. 

The following is the standing of vessels in individual 
range firing. with the final merit out of a possible 100:

In the belief that proficiency in small arms practice 
would be furthered by placing this practice on a competi- 
tive basis definite values have been assigned to the men 
who attain each class in practice during the year and the 
total value a ship thus obtained divided by the number of 
men who completed the course represents her final merit. 
The following values are assigned: Sharpshooters and 
marksmen, 100; first class men, 60; second class men, 40: 
third class men, 20; fourth class men, 10. These values 
are assigned arbitrarily, representing the relative skilful 
training necessary to make a ship’s company average the 
separate classes more nearly than anything else. To as- 
sign the weights by scores obtained during the last year 
after the manner of computing great gun practices would 
be impracticable for the reason that the actual scores are 
rot furnished the bureau, and also for the reason that 
pointers of great guns are almost invariably highly trained 
men, while even fairly trained men form a small percent- 
age of those who fire through the courses of small arm 
practice. It will be observed that a sharpshooter is as- 
signed the same value as a marksman. This was so de- 
cided because many marksmen are unable to qualify as 
sharpshooters on account of there being no range avail- 
able. Moreover, most men who have attained the marks- 
man class can, with very little extra training, be qualified 
as sharpshooters. Men failing to qualify fourth class are 
valued zero. They would probably be a menace to the 
safety of the landing force to which they belonged instead 
of an asset of efficiency. 

In collective firing the standing of vessels and the final 
merit out of a possible 100 was as follows: 1, Cincinnati 
34.0; 2, Raleigh, 33.4: 3, Denver, 26.6; 4, Des Moines’ 
23.7; &, Rainbow, 20.9; 6, Florida, 18.4: 7, Texas, 15.1; 


8, Nevada, 14.0; 9, Wolverine, 13.8; 10, Arkansas, 12.7. 

In the standing of companies the Marines of the Raleigh 
stood No. 1, with a final merit of 39.9. The first company 
of the Connecticut was second, with a final merit of 39.5. 

In firing with one-pounder boat guns, the standing of 
vessels, with the average hits per minute, was as follows: 
1, Missouri, 7.25; 2, Arkansas, 3.50; 3, Maryland, 2.50; 
4, Kearsarge, 2.00: 5, Colorado, 2.00: 6, Indiana, 1.88; 
7. Texas, 1.83; 8, Iowa, 1.00: 9, Alabama, .50. Gunners’ 
Mate E. L. Jacobus, of the Missouri, had the best record 
among the gun pointers. He made an average of twelve 
shots per minute, the average hits being 9.0. Seaman J. 
C. Fyock and Pvt. T. Gillman, also of the Missouri, tied 
for second place with an average of twelve shots per min- 
ute and an average of 8.0 hits per minute. 

In firing with Colt automatics and Gatling guns, the 
Illinois made the best record, the average hits being 27.0 
per minute. The remaining vessels stood in the following 
order: Maine, 21.4; Nevada, 17.5: Kentucky, 16.0; Flori- 
da, 14.0; Maryland, 10.0; West Virginia. 8.3; Texas, 7.5; 
Arkansas, 6.0; Olympia, 5.8: Denver, 4.3. In gun point- 
ing with the Colt automatic guns, Seamen W. P. Burns 
and E. E. McGuire, of the Illinois, tied for first place 
with 249 shots per minute, the average hits being 36.5. 

In firing with three-inch field pieces, the West Virginia 
has the best record with a total of 942 points, the points 
obtained by the four pointers being 235.5. Seaman S. T. 
Kawatzky, of the above vessel, made the best record as 
a pointer, with a total of 382 points. 

In firing by armed boat crews, the crew in the electric 
launch of the Florida made the best record with fifty-eight 
per cent. There were twenty-two men firing, the number 
of shots being 264: number of hits 154; the mean range 
being 200 yards; the target used was 8 feet by 12 feet 9 
inches. The launch was anchored in a choppy sea with a 
stiff breeze blowing along the line of fire. Two volleys 
and ten shots per man were fired at will. 

Speaking of the collective firing, Rear Admiral Converse 
states that that this form of practice is practically unde- 
veloped. The standard, he says.«is by far the easiest to 
attain of any established for this practice. The target 
is large enough to catch even the very badly aimed shots, 
and a rate of fourteen shots per minute is all that is re- 
quired in the fire at will. The greatest weakness lies in 
the fact that the petty officers in command of squads are 
as a rule unaccustomed to their duties. Another reason 
for poor scores lies in the fact that men are seldom taught 
to aim accurately when simulating volley firing, a simul- 
taneous pull being considered the height of excellence. 
The practice with boat guns develops the fact that in some 
instances the boat guns as mounted are really unservice- 
able. owing to the mount being insecure and there being 
insufficient room for the service of the piece. As to the 
method of computing total points in the practice with 
field pieces, Admiral Converse states that for this practice 
the element of time has been disregarded: the results, 
when the time element is considered, are too disappointing. 
Some strings, fired without setting the time fuse, required 
upward of twenty minutes—over five minutes between 
shots. In firing with three-inch field pieces it is stated 
that the accuracy when firing shell with fuses set at safety 
was fair, but the action of the fuses when set to explode 
was erratic. 
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MEMORANDUM OF CUBAN INTERVENTION. 


A correspondent who has been in Cuba during our re- 
cent intervention in the island’s affairs, and who is well 
qualified to speak from the point of view of an intelligent 
and careful observer, sends the following memorandum 
of his observations, dated at Havana, Oct. 20: 

“1. Conditions as they existed between the insurrec- 
tionists and Cuban government: Without making any 
extended investigations, it appears that the insurrection- 
ists were altogther too strong for the government forces, 
and that they could have come into the city of Havana 
almost any time they desired. It is stated that they would 
have been in the city of Havana inside of three days had 
not the United States intervened at the moment they did. 
It is also stated on reasonably good authority that they 
did not intend to remain in Havana, merely to make their 
way into the city, march through the streets, and march 
out again, thus indicating clearly that they had the power 
to take the city any time they desired. Whether there is 
any truth in this statement, it is now quite impossible to 
say, but such are the statements of some of the leading 
officers of the late insurrection. 

“2. Feeling of people toward the American Army: 
When the troops first landed here there appeared to be a 
certain amount of feeling of hatred toward the soldiers, 
which, however, seems to have slightly abated. There is 
somewhat of a difference in bearing between the whites 
and blacks toward the American soldiers. Most of the 
white and better class people here seem to fear that in 
case an election is held, the colored element. which now 
for the first time is thoroughly organized, will get control 
of the government. In such a case the feeling is uni- 
versal among the whites that they would prefer the Amer- 
ican government to remain here permanently to having 
negro domination in the island. About the organization 
of the negroes, it remains to be seen whether it will re- 
main long enough to earry the coming elections, which 
it now appears will not be held until sometime in the 
spring or summer of next year. ? 

“The reports from various stations in the island indi- 
cate that, in general, the feeling is fairly good toward the 
American troops. The troops are directed not to inter- 
fere in any little quarrels that may take place between 
the different factions, but these should be handled by the 
local government forces. It is only in case of serious 
trouble that the American troops would interfere. There 
are a few disturbed centers where certain bands of cut- 
throats calling themselves Insurrectos make attacks on 
villages for the purpose of carrying off animals, horses, 
cattle, ete. It is thought by some people that this was 
brought about largely by the Provisional Governor’s proc- 
lamation that Insurrectos who had seized cattle, horses, 
ete., were entitled to keep them as their own, provided 
such seizure had been made by order of a brigade or 
other commander prior to the date of intervention. 

“The general feeling here is that the United States will 
withdraw its troops as soon after the elections are held 
as possible, and that it is not its present intention to re- 
main permanently in the island. This may be the cause 
of the general good feeling toward Americans here. The 
question now arises as to when the people here will be in 
a condition to hold a fair election; the statement of the 
Secretary of War was that elections would be held as 
soon as the United States was satisfied that they could be 
fairly conducted, but that. of course. the United States 
would have to be the judge of when that time arrived. 
Herein lies the loophole if it is found necessary, finally, 
to continue in possession indefinitely. Without stating 
individual opinion, it is the general belief here among 
Americans who are in business and officers who have 





served in Cuba before, that in case we withdraw, it wiil 
be but a matter of months before we will have to inter- 
vene again. The reason for this seems to be that there 
is such an intense feeling between the different factions 
that either one would prefer the United States in control 
to the other faction, and they say that all that would be 
necessary for them to do would be to start up a little 
revolution, which they say can be done by bribing a suffi- 
cient number of negroes. : 

“3. Climate, ete.: The temperature of Havana is 
considerably lower than that of Manila, and from Oct. 1 
till sometime in the spring, the north winds are almost 
continuous and give a delightful breeze from the sea. 
There is no distinet rainy season here as in the Philip- 
pine Islands. During the winter months above indicated. 
there are probably two or three showers a week. January 
is the least rainy month of the year, At no time, how- 
ever, is there anything like the rainy season experienced 
in the Philippine Islands. Light clothing is, however, ac- 
ceptable all the year round. 

“4. City of Havana: ‘This is purely an old Spanish 
city. It was built principally of stone and concrete 
buildings, they being’ usually one story. The streets are 
narrow, except along the line of the wall, the Prado. This 
is a broad street, and is lined with trees.». There are sev- 
eral other streets in the newer town, i.e., the town outside 
the old walled city, that are also wide. In general, how- 
ever, the city is contracted into a small area, and the 
streets are narrow. The principal business street, Obispo 
street, is so narrow that there is hardly room for two 
carriages to pass. The streets are kept very clean, how- 
ever, and apparently the health of the city is, in general, 
very good. here is no sewer system, and at present it 
seems that there is no prospect of getting one. The city 
is as clean to an observer as any city in the United States. 

“5. ‘The recent hurricane: On the night of Oct. 17, 
about 7 o’clock, warning was received that a hurricane 
might be expected in an hour. Information was immedi- 
ately sent by wire to all out-lying stations of the Army 
to make all possible preparations for the immediate ap- 
proach of a hurricane. True to the prediction, the wind 
began to rise rapidly about 6 or 8:30 p.m., and continued 
increasing in force unti] about midnight, possibly till one 
o’clock a.m. on Qct. 18. The storm was terrific and did 
considerable damage in the city of Havana, not so much 
to buildings as to trees and telegraph and telephone lines 
in the city. About seventy-five per cent. of all the beau- 
tiful shade trees in the city of Havana were blown down. 
About one-half of the telephone and telegraph poles, of 
which there are a great many in the city of Havana, all 
wires being overhead, were blown down. Several people 
were killed by live wires. The storm continued until 
along toward morning, when it abated, and by seven 
o’clock it was practically calm. It appears from reports 
received to-day that the storm extended nearly through- 
out the entire island. It appears also from a report re- 
ceived this morning that one of our transports carrying 
horses lost 138 animals. A great deal of rain fell and the 
Almendaros River was almost like the rapids of Niagara, 
carrying away one of the bridges, a pontoon bridge, and 
drifting it out to sea. Of the troops in Camp Columbia, 
many were in tents, all of which were blown down, and 
the troops had to hustle to get them up. By seven o’clock 
the next morning the tents were again pitched, and by 
nine o’clock one could pass by this camp and had he not 
known of the storm, he would never have suspected it from 
the appearance of the camp at that time. We only had 
three casualties so far reported, two teamsters of the 28th 
Infantry, one very seriously injured and another one, an 
artilleryman, in charge of horses in the arsenal, was re- 
ported to have a hip broken by a falling tree—not serious. 
It is almost a miracle that no animals were killed in the 
arsenal, which is a plaza thickly covered with heavy trees, 
all of which were blown down perfectly flat, but for- 
tunately the teamsters there had the warning, and got the 
mules and other animals outside of the arsenal plaza just 
in time.” 
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JAPANESE ARMY MEDICAL SERVICE. 


Surg. Gen. Shigemichi Suzuki, of the Imperial Japan- 
ese navy, who attended the recent annual meeting of the 
Association of Military Surgeons, has sent to the Journal 
of the Association an interesting statement relative to 
the Japanese army medical service in the war with Rus- 
sia. He explains that he was unable to answer many 
questions relative to the army medical service that were 
propounded to him during the meeting of the association, 
for the reason that definite information from the army 
was not then in his possession. This information has 
since reached him and he has translated and forwarded it. 
The following extracts are of interest to the military 
medical service at large: 

“The duration of the late Russo-Japanese war was one 
year and nine months; during that time there were many 
combats of which twenty-one were great battles and more 
than fifty smaller affairs. The number of the wounded 
was 220,812, of which 47,367 died. Amongst them nine- 
teen surgeons died and 104 were wounded ; 450 army med- 
ical corps men were either killed or wounded. 

“Of the sick 236,223 were admitted to hospital, among 
them 27,158 infectious cases; this number is small in pro- 
portion to that of other diseases. The total number of 
the sick and wounded was 457,035: this being only the 
number at the front. Besides these the number of sick at 
home was 97,850, making a grand total of 554,885. There 
were also 77,803 wounded and sick among the Russian 
prisoners, making another grand total of 632,688—trivial 
cases treated by divisional surgeons not being included in 
this total. 

“The personnel required for attendance upon the fore- 
going wounded and sick numbered 4,517 surgeons, 639 
apothecaries and 33,597 medical corps men; in addition 
there were 540 physicians and apothecaries and many 
thousand nurses from the Japanese Red Cross Society, 
and volunteer medical men and nurses at home and from 
abroad lent much needed assistance—making a ratio of 
one medical man to 113 patients on the average. 

“The materials required for the treatment of these pa- 
tients were furnished from the army medical supplies; 
it is said that the suture needles issued numbered 300,000, 
and the whole expense—including disinfecting apparatus, 
ete—amounted to 7,100,000 yen. The drugs employed 
were mostly in the form of tabloids. 

“The results of the treatment of the wounded and sick 
are not yet completely known as there are cases still re- 
maining in the hospitals, but up to the present date, April, 
1906, 63.23 per cent. of all the cases admitted recovered 
completely, and 7.49 died. In peace time recovery is 75 
per cent. and death 1.18 per cent., so that in this war 
recovery has been a little less than in peace time, but 
death is seven times greater. Compared, however, with 
the ratio of the Chino-Japanese war (recovery 50.94 per 
cent., death 14.24 per cent.), the result is better. Among 
the wounded in the late war recovery was 71,58 per cent. 
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and death 6.83 per cent., as compared with 54.81 and 
7.45 respectively in the Chino-Japanese war. ; 

“The ratio of killed in the field and dead by diseases 
seems to be taken as the standard of the results of mili- 
tary sanitation in the civilized world. It is stated that 
the ratio of killed and dead in modern war in Europe is 
1 to 1.18, while the result of our late war was 1 to 0.37,- 
therefore our death rate from disease is one-third that of 
Europe. The ‘ratio of wounded, diseased, killed, and died 
from disease in the Chino-Japanese war and that of the 
late war is as follows:

“The difference in ratio is obvious. ‘The good result in 
the late war was principally due to the small number of 
infectious diseases. MKakke (beri-beri) was a great bother 
to the army; about a quarter of all the admitted cases 
were of this disease. If the army authorities had tried 
to prevent the occurrence of kakke among the soldiers as 
the Japanese naval authorities did many years ago (in 
the navy there was practically no kakke during the whole 
war), the sanitary record of the army would have been 
better than that shown above.”

IDENTIFICATION TAGS. 


An identification tag of aluminum is to be issued to 
every officer and enlisted man of the United States Army. 
In accordance with a recommendation made on Oct. 20 
by the Surgeon General of the Army, the War Depart- 
ment has decided to have these tags made as soon as pos- 
sible and issued to the Regular Service. In his letter to 
the Military Secretary, Surgeon General O’Reilly says: 
“This tag should be a metal disc about the size of a sil- 
ver half dollar, suitably inscribed with the name, rank, 
company, regiment or corps of the wearer, and properly 
uttached to the body. The use of such a tag is deemed of 
very great importance both on account of its value in ad- 
justing matters of record and pension, and for the comfort 
und satisfaction of relatives and friends of the soldier. 
Such a badge of identification is generally used in foreign 
armies, and its disposal when found on the dead is pro- 
vided for in Article 4, Chapter 1, of the Geneva Conven- 
tion as amended at Geneva July 6, 1906.” The article 
of the Geneva Convention referred to by Surgeon General 
O'Reilly reads as follows: “Art. 4: As soon as possible 
each belligerent shall forward to the authorities of their 
country or army the military tokens, or badges of identifi- 
cation, found upon the bodies of the dead, together with 
a list of the sick or wounded taken in charge by him.” In 
recommending the approval of this recommendation the 
General Staff says in its report to the Secretary of War: 

“There can be no question about the great importance of 
such tokens or badges of identification. The thousands of 
graves of the unidentified dead of our Civil War fully 
demonstrate that fact. It is therefore recommended that 
the foregoing recommendation of the Surgeon General be 
approved; that the badges of identification be aluminum 
dises, the size of a silver half dollar, and of suitable thick- 
ness, stamped with the name, company, regiment, or corps, 
of the wearer, and, when worn, to be suspended from the 
neck, underneath the clothing, by a cord or thong passed 
through a smal] hole in the disc; that the badges be issued 
by the Quartermaster’s Department gratuitously to en- 
listed men and at cost price to officers; that steel dies 
for stamping the discs (each set to consist of one die for 
each letter of the alphabet and one for each arabic num- 
ber from 0 to 9, inclusive), be furnished by the Ordnance 
Department, upon requisition, to each organization com- 
mander; that, the badges be prescribed as part of the uni- 
form, to be habitually kept in the personal possession of 
the individuals, and to be worn whenever the field kit is 
worn, Gratuitous issues will be limited to one badge per 
enlistment, but in case the badge is lost without fault on 
the soldier’s part, it will be replaced gratuitously. It is 
further recommended that a General Order be issued em- 
bodying the foregoing recommendations.”

SCHOOL OF SUBMARINE DEFENSE. 


Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Artillery, U.S.A., 
late commandant of the School of Submarine Defense at 
Fort Totten, N.Y., has submitted a report covering the 
work of that institution for the school year ended Aug. 15, 


1906. The work of the school during the year was as 
satisfactory as could have been expected, considering its 
equipment. The officers’ division is fairly well equipped 
with the necessary modern apparatus for its work, and 
with the annual appropriation for the support of the 
school it will, it is believéd, be possible to keep the equip- 
ment of this division up to date; the enlisted men’s 
division has, however, been badly handicapped in its work 
since the establishment of the school in 1901, for want of 
a proper and adequate power plant for instruction pur- 
poses. The necessity for such a model power plant for 
purposes of instruction has become more and more urgent 
every year since the school was established, and until it is 
installed the best practical training for men in the elec- 
trician sergeants’ department cannot be given. Concern- 
ing the school as a whole, General Murray makes the fol- 
lowing recommendations : ‘ 

First—That the Chief of Engineers include in his esti 
mates for coast defenses for next year an item of $70,000 for 
a model power plant for the Electrician Sergeants’ Depart- 
ment of the School of Submarine Defense. 

Second.—That the Quartermaster General include in his 
estimates for next year an item of $140,000 for a torpedo 
planter for submarine mine work and instruction on the 
Pacific coast. 

Third.—That the head of each supply department interested 
include in his estimates for next year at least such of the 
amounts estimated by the National Coast Defense Board as 
may be y to lete the submarine mine defense of 
the most important harbors of the country. 

Fourth.—That the Quartermaster General include in his es- 
timates for next year estimates for one set of quarters for 
the commanding officer of the school, three single sets of cap- 
tain’s quarters for instructors of the school, two double sets 
of lieutenant’s quarters for married student officers, one bar- 
rack for students of the Electrician Sergeants’ Department of 
the school and four double sets of non-commissioned officer's 
quarters. 

General Murray states that as the torpedo planters have 
begun their regular work on the Atlantic and Gulf coasts, 
and as every post in the country provided with a mine 
equipment has been specially supplied with necessary ma- 
terial for instruction purposes, there can be no question 
that there has been a decided’ advance in the matter of 
submarine mine instruction during the past few years. 
With the $400,000 appropriated at the last session of 
Congress and the $175,000 appropriated last year for mine 
buildings, much will be done towards putting in working 
order the mine buildings at posts ee the Atlantic coast 
provided with a mine equipment; but for lack of funds 











even these cannot be entirely completed, while the _neces- 
sary buildings at several posts along the Gulf and Pacific 
coasts cannot even be begun. Besides the need of mine 
buildings at posts referred to, and of a torpedo planter 
on the Pacific coast, the deficiency in the allotted strength 
of Coast Artillery companies renders it exceedingly diffi- 
cult to carry out the provisions of G.O. No. 93, W.D., 
1905, relating to submarine mine work at posts where no 
torpedo company is stationed. Until the necessary mine 
buildings, planting wharves, boats, and men for efficient 
mine service are provided it cannot be expected that sub- 
marine mine work and instruction will be everywhere car- 
ried out as they should be.

WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


Numbering entries in correspondence book: To inquiry 
received as to whether the first entry in each correspon- 
dence book is numbered 1, or whether numbers are con- 
tinued in one sequence indefinitely, reply was made that 
the numbers continue in one sequence indefinitely. 

Amendment of A.R. 1141: This paragraph was directed 
to be amended so as to omit the provision authorizing 
quartermasters to transport officers’ private baggage on 
Government bill of lading along with the Government al- 
lowance, collecting the difference from the officers, the 
Comptroller having decided that this is not permissible 
under the law. 

Regimental staff officers for Porto Rico Provisional 
Regiment of Infantry: Upon the request of the command- 
ing officer of this regiment that it be allowed an adjutant 
and a commissary, as there is a real need for their ser- 
vices, the Acting Secretary of War directed that G.O. 49, 
War Dept., 1905, be amended so as to provide eleven cap- 
tains instead of nine, three of whom shall be available for 
detail as regimental staff officers, these officers being au- 
thorized by law. 

Amendment of the Manual of Guard Duty: Direction 
was given that the Manual of Guard Duty be amended 
so that the old provision which required an inspection of 
guards after midnight be restored. 

Examination of applicants for appointment as second 
lieutenant, Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry : 
Seven applicants were examined, but none was found by 
tne board qualified for appointment.

WISCONSIN’S ENGINEERS COMMENDED. 


The following letters made public at the Navy Depart- 
ment this week are self-explanatory: 

Navy Department, Washington, Oct. 31, 1906. 

Sir: The Department is in receipt of a letter from the com- 
manding officer of the U.S.S. Wisconsin, reporting changes 
made in the steam engineering department of that vessel in 
compliance with Navy Department, G.O. No. 20, relative to 
making vessels self-sustaining. The following are extracts from 
the report: ? 

“The work on these boilers was commenced April 6, and 
completed July 30; total 115 days. During the above period, 
this vessel cruised in squad and engaged in all squadron 
tactical maneuvers, steaming 3,000 miles, and for thirty con- 
secutive days had six boilers under steam. 

“TI therefore desire to call the Department’s attention to the 
cheerful and zealous manner in which the engineer’s force of 
this vessel successfully accomplished this work under trying 
circumstances, as I believe it is the first time that work of this 
description and magnitude has ever been undertaken in a 
modern battleship, while cruising in squadron, and compelled 
to maintain a required speed. Too much credit cannot be given 
to Lieut. Henry N. Jenson, U.S.N., senior engineer officer, for 
the able and efficient manner in which he conducted this work.” 

The Department commends you for the able and efficient 








manner in whieh you performed this work, and for the satis- 
factory condition of the Engineering Department of 
the Wisconsin while under management.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS, 


Orders were issued at the Navy Department this week 
for the transfer of the cruiser Newark, now at the New 
York Navy Yard, to the State of New York for the use 
and instruction of the Naval Militia of that State. She 
will replace the old wooden sailing vessel Granite State, 
formerly the New Hampshire, which was built at Kit- 
tery, Me., in 1818, and which made her last cruise a 
great many years ago, and is now peacefully moored to 
a pier in New York city. The Granite State will prob- 
ably be sold to the highest bidder as old junk. The 
Newark is a comparatively modern vessel, and her ac- 
quisition by the New York Naval Militia will be of 
great advantage to them in the way of practical naval 
instruction. She is a two-masted steel schooner, and was 
one of the first of the vessels of the New Navy, having 
been built in 1889. 


Naval Constr. David W. Taylor, U.S.N., having been 
quoted by the New York Herald as declaring that Great 
Britain has the lead by ten years over all other nations 
in naval shipbuilding, was asked by “Shipping” Ilustrat- 
ed whether he had been quoted correctly. He replied: 
“Replying to your communication, inviting my attention 
to a statement by me in the New York Herald, to the ef- 
fect that ‘England is ten years ahead of any other nation 
in naval construction,’ I beg to say that the statement 
in question is a pure invention, as I have expressed no 
such opinion either to the Herald correspondent or to any- 
one else.” 

The London Daily Mail says it learns that the British 
Admiralty is contemplating the construction of battleships 
larger and wore powerful than the Dreadnought and hav- 
ing guns that will throw the Dreadnought’s into the shade. 
It is added that it is impossible to reply to the new Ger- 
man ships by putting more 12-inch guns on a battleship. 
The conditions necessitate a new type of monster gun. It 
is believed the pattern chosen will be a gun of 13 1-2 
inches caliber, roughly 50 1-2 feet long, and weighing 
from 85 to 86 tons. Probably eight of these well be 
mounted on each ship so that all can be fired in broad- 
sides, and six ahead or astern. 

Capt. Arthur P. Nazro, U.S.N., commanding the U.S.S. 
Brooklyn, according to a despatch from Havana, has re- 
quested the police to arrest two deserters, Charles N. Fer- 
nald, yeoman, of Atlantic City, N.J., and David A. Har- 
man, yeoman, of Hazleton, Pa. These men left the Brook- 
lyn in charge of a mail pouch, in which there were regis- 
tered letters containing $1,800 for transmission to the 
United States. The crew of the Brooklyn had just been 
paid off, and the men were sending money home. 

Cable advices from Portsmouth, England, state that the 
official tests of submarine signaling by the British Ad- 
miralty on Oct. 30 produced larger and more important 
results than any heretofore achieved. The submarine bell 
was suspended over the side of a gunboat, and the ar- 
mored cruiser Antrim heard the signals at a distance of 
sixteen knots with the engines stopped, and fourteeen 
knots with engines slowed. The Antrim obtained direc- 
tion inside half a point. The gunboat and the cruiser ex- 
changed messages under water at a distance of five knots, 
and the indications were that double the distance could 
have been obtained. There was successful signaling be- 
tween a tender and a submarine immersed fifteen feet 
through a distance of six knots, also at the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard. British naval officers have been giving to the 
subject exhaustive study, with a view to the general adop- 
tion of the submarine signaling system. 


‘The French submarine boat Lutin, which sank near 
Bizerta, Tunis, on Oct. 16, and which was subsequently 
raised, has been towed to the Ferryville dock, Tunis. 
Sixteen bodies have been taken out of the vessel. Some 
of them were much decomposed. One or two had been 
attacked by acids from the batteries, whether before or 
after the accident cannot be said. In the fore compart- 
ment was found the body of the commander, Lieutenant 
Phoepon. His scalp had been torn off. A petty officer 
had his arms around the commander’s waist, holding him 
in a death grip. A midshipman similarly clasped another 
officer, while a sailor clung to the midshipman’s feet. In 
the rear compartment six men were found linked so 
tightly together that it was very difficult to separate them. 
Other bodies were found in the extreme forward compart- 
ment. There were six leaks in the hull, each of them 
large enough to admit a jet of water two inches in diam- 
eter. This fact suggests that an abrupt attempt to raise 
the vessel by the crew caused the stern to kick the sea-bed 
and started the plates. 


The marine guard of the Naval Training Station, New- 
port, R.1., which left a month ago to assist in quelling the 
insurrection in Cuba, returned to the station, Oct. 29, on 
the arrival of the New York boat. The men reached the 
League Island Navy Yard on the U.S.S. Minneapolis, 
Oct. 26, and those who had been taken from this station 
were ordered back, in charge of Lieut. H. C. Egan. The 
entire guard except three men have returned, and are in 
good health. Sergeant Loftus was left at the League 
Island Navy Yard because of a slight attack of malaria, 
Private Denniston was left at Camp Columbia in the 
brigade quartermaster’s department, and another private 
failed to leave Philadelphia with the men. The return of 
the men brings the complement of the guard to ninety- 
seven men, which will fill nearly all the available bunking 
quarters. 


A newspaper despatch from Boston says: “The trial by 
eourt-martial of A. S. Porter, who served as pay clerk for 
Paymr. Dexter Tiffany, jr., U.S.N., on battleship Rhode 
Island, and who is charged with misappropriating money 
entrusted to his care by the Navy Department, was begun 
Oct. 26 at the Charlestown Navy Yard. It is understood 
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that a part of the discrepancy in accounts was attributed 
by the court of inquiry, which investigated it, to the un- 
avoidable mix-up of financial affairs due to starting the 
accounts of a large, new ship. Paymaster Tiffany, so it is 
understood in Boston, has made restitution of about $10,- 
000 and has handed in his resignation from the Service. 
Probably no further action will be taken in his case.” 

Some $40,000 is to be spent for repairs to the U.S. 
collier Nero at New York. She received injuries 
to her hull some time ago by grounding. It is proposed 
to leave some of the minor dents in the hull without at- 
tempt at correcting such immaterial defects, and to pay 
no attention to other damages which do not interfere 
with the serviceability of the vessel. 

The battleship New Jersey sailed from Old Point Com- 
fort, Va., Nov. 1, for Boston, to undergo her endurance 
run of twenty-four hours. 

The U.S. collier Marcellus, which sailed from Nor- 
folk, Va., Oct. 31, for Baltimore to load coal for use in 
the construction of the Panama canal, is back at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard for repairs. While on her way up 
Chesapeake Bay the engine of the Marcellus broke 
down, causing her to drift helplessly. Hardly had this 
occurred when the chain cable to an anchor, on being 
lowered, became entangled in the steam winch used for 
hoisting purposes, tearing it away from the deck and 
doing considerable damage. 

A movement has been started in Newport, R.I., to 
bring the attention of the Navy Department at Wash- 
ington to the need of a drydock in Narragansett Bay. 
Navy officers there point to the advisability of having 
one of the two new docks, provided for by an appropria- 
tion of Congress, established near the naval coaling sta- 
tion at Bradford. 

It is desired to secure the use of Creedmoor and Sea 
Girt rifie ranges for the use of marines for instruction 
in rifle shooting. With that end in view the comman- 
dant of the corps will apply to the New York State 
Rifle Association for the use of its range at Creedmoor, 
on Long Island, as well as to the New Jersey associa- 
tion for the use of the Sea Girt ranges. It is proposed 
to send to Creedmoor the marines who are on duty at 
New York. Whenever possible, of course, the ranges at 
Guantanamo will be used, and this can easily be ar- 
ranged for those marines on board the ships of the At- 
lantic Fleet which visit that Cuban station, but it is 
necessary to provide some range nearer home for the 
marines who remain in the United States and who re- 
quire rifle practice before going to ships of war. 

Considerable trouble is being experienced by the Navy 
Department in obtaining a satisfactory trial run of four 
hours of the new armored cruiser California, built by the 
Union Iron Works of San Francisco. After having made 
an excellent showing in her standardization run, in which 
she showed a speed of over 22 knots, the ship has failed 
twice in her four hours’ test. Both times the failure was 
due to heated bearings or other defective machinery. The 
last trial was held on Oct. 25, when the California after 
an hour and a half developed heated bearings which made 
it necessary to stop the run. The Navy Department has 
notified the contractors that they must satisfy the naval 
inspector that ihe ship’s machinery is all right before an- 
other attempt will be made to give her the required four 
hours’ test. The South Dakota will not be tried until 
the trial of the California has been finally completed. 

It has been determined by the Naval Bureau of Ord- 
nance to install gas-ejecting devices for all guns of inter- 
mediate caliber not using cartridge cases. The general 
type of ejector will be that already adopted for turret 
guns, but with only one jet of air instead of three, as 
with the larger guns. -The manufacture of these devices 
is proceeding at the Washington Gun Factory, and pre- 
parations for installing them are being made on all 
ships having 7-inch, 6-inch and 5-inch guns of the types 
which do not take cartridge cases. 

In connection with the naval training school at New- 
port, R. I., there will be constructed a series of detention 
buildings, to which will be sent on their arrival at the 
training station the apprentice seamen newly recruited, 
te be kept under temporary medical surveillance with a 
view to the prevention of the introduction of disease epi- 
demics. The new men will be examined to determine 
whether any of them are destined to bring into the ser- 
vice typhoid or other infectious diseases. It has been 
shown that some of the trouble in this direction has been 
caused by the admission to the training station of boys 
who were thus afflicted, and of whose condition there 
was no opportunity to ascertain before the contagion had 
spread. The new detention buildings will be erected under 
contract, for which bids will be opened early in Decem- 
ber in the Bureau of Navigation. 

The United States cruisers Tennessee and Washington, 
which are to act as convoys to President Roosevelt on his 
visit to Colon, Panama, sailed from the League Island 
Navy Yard on Noy. 1 for Hampton Roads. At Hamp- 
ton Roads the cruisers will join the battleship Louisiana, 
upon which President Roosevelt is scheduled to make the 
trip to Panama.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Oct. 31, 1906. 

Although it had been previously announced that no midship- 
men were likely to be graduated in February, 1907, the av- 
thorities of the Naval Academy announced last Thursday that 
the second section of the first class would be graduated then. 
The officials prepared a list of twenty-eight members of the 
class who are eligible to be graduated in February, having 
measured up to the requirements as scheduled by the depart- 
ment. This number may be decreased before the end of the 
work of the present term. 

After the annual examination in June last, the present senior 
class had a membership of 210. Previous to that the Navy 
Department decided to divide the class into three sections, and 
a certain maximum was fixed which the midshipmen, in order 
to be graduated with the earlier sections, would have to attain. 
In accordance with this order the first section, composed of 
eighty-six members, was graduated Sept. 12, and it was pro- 
vided that the other two sections should be graduated in Feb- 
ruary and June, 1907, respectively. The midshipmen who at 
present are eligible to be graduated in February are as follows:

7 number of recitation rooms in the new academic build- 
ing at the Naval Academy are now being used. The tower con- 
tains the academy clock. The building is of white-faced brick 
with granite trimmings. Prof. 0. G. Dodge, U.S.N., in charge 
of buildings and grounds of the Naval Academy, has been noti- 
fied by the Navy Department that the Noel Construction Com- 
pany, of Baltimore, had been awarded the contract for con- 
verting a portion of the new boathouse building into a modern 
gymnasium for the use of the midshipmen. The bid was 
$133,300. A large running track will be laid off in the bal- 
cony, and there will be a large swimming tank. The Noel 
company received the contract for a large majority of the build- 
ings of the new academy. 

The Naval Academy football eleven has received a blow in 
the fact that Norton, the capable quarterback, is threatened with 
appendicitis. There is hope, however, that he is only suffering 
with dyspepsia, to attacks of which he is liable. If he is out 
of the game for the season, West Point's loss of Garey, the 
quarterback, who broke his leg in practice recently, will be 
evened. ; 

Bucknell and the Naval Academy played a scoreless game 
here Saturday, the second of the season, as Dickinson and the 
midshipmen played each other to a standstill. The frequent 
kicking gave the spectators something to watch, but it was not 
a brilliant exhibition of football. Neither team could gain 


with regularity, and the game resolved itself almost entirely . 


into a punting duel. Strelinger, the big left guard of the Navy 
team, punted for the locals, and got off one or two very long 
ones, but not well placed. The good work of the Navy ends, 
Dague and Clark, offset the disadvantage in kicking. They 
were much more certain of being around the man receiving 
the punt than were the Bucknell ends, who allowed Burg or 
Battle to run back punts as high as twenty yards, while the 
Bucknell backs were almost always downed in their tracks. 
Bucknell regularly piled up the midshipmen when they tried 
plays anywhere between the tackles, but had more success with 
the ends, and Burg was the best ground gainer. The midship- 
men, towards the close of the first half, carried the ball in a 
series of plays over half the length of the field, but were held 
for downs on Bucknell’s ten-yard line. Bucknell also got 
within striking distance by recovering the ball on an onside 
kick, but lost the ball on downs on the Navy's twenty-yard line.

Former Midshipman Asahi Kitigaki gave a farewell dinner 
to a few friends from the Naval Academy at Carvel hall Satur- 
day night.

The work of constructing the sea wall and the foundations 
for the new power house, which has caused more trouble 
than anything else, has been completed after about two years’ 
work. The work was not given out by contract, but was 
done under the supervision of the Naval Academy authorities 
themselves. After 1t had progressed for some time the wall 
and foundations sank and proved a total loss. The work was 
then begun in a slightly different location. The authorities 
are confident that they have constructed a firm foundation in 
the bed of the Severn river. 

Two biis have been received for the construction of the 
new experimental station at the U.S. Government grounds op- 
posite the Naval Academy, but as both exceed the appropria- 
tion, the specifications will have to be changed. The sum of 
$250,000 was appropriated for the erection of the building 
and $150,000 for its equipment. The bid of the Noel Con- 
struction Company, $290,000, was the lowest. The other bid 
was from the Latta & Terry Co., of New York. It is thought 


that a lower bid can be obtained for the erection of the 
yuilding by including certain things in the amount set aside 
for equipment, which should properly be classed as equipment, 
but which were included in the construction specifications. 
During the winter months work at the Academy will be almost 
entirely confined to inside finishing of the chapel, academic 





building and Bancroft Hall, the razing of temp y buildings 
and grading work about the grounds.

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THE TROUBLE WITH THE UTES. 

Advices received at Army headquarters at Omaha on 
Oct. 31 from Major Grierson, in command of the de- 
tachment of the 10th Cavalry, which first took the 
field in pursuit of the Utes, say that there is no pros- 
pect of a clash between the troops and the Indians. 
The latter are quietly hunting in the mountains near 
their camp, on the Powder River, instead of moving 
toward the Cheyenne reservation, as reported. Major 
Grierson expects to have a conference with the chiefs 
of the band in a day or two. 

The War Department has given out little informa- 
tion as to the trouble with the Indians. A troop of the 
10th U. S. Cavalry was reported by press despatches 
of Oct. 31 from Wyoming, as having come in contact 
with a band of the renegade Utes whom the Govern- 
ment is endeavoring to return to their Utah reserva- 
tion. Near Bitter Creek the troops captured fifty Ute 
ponies, which were afterward stampeded by the In- 
dians and a part of them recovered. The Indians did 
not fire at the soldiers. 

A band of one hundred Ute Indians was reported on 
Nov. 1, to have captured a wagon loaded with three 
thousand pounds of flour and supplies bound from Ar- 
vada, Wyo., to the 10th and the 6th Cavairy. The Utes 
are believed to have split into two bands, one on Bear 
Creek, twenty miles southeast of Birney, Mont., and 
the other camped along Hanging Women Creek, in the 
Powder Valley. 

A detachment of the 10th Cavalry that left Sheridan, 
Wyo., Monday night is reported to have run across a 
wandering band of 100 Crow Indians, under command 


of Chief Sweet Mouth. The troopers drove the Crows 
back toward the Crow agency. The Crows said they 
were hunting, and denied any intention of joining the 


Utes. Another squad of the 10th Cavalry fell in with 
a band of Cheyenne Indians, who,‘on representation 
that they were hunting, were allowed to go in peace. 

General Wint, commanding the Department of the 
Missouri, returned on Oct. 29 to Omaha from Newport 
News, and one of his first orders was to dispatch 
Capt. Leonard D. Wildman, with thirty men of the 
Signal Corps, from Fort Omaha to the scene of opera- 
tions. 

Col. J. A. Augur and the 38rd Squadron of the 10th 
Cavalry from Fort Robinson arrived at Sheridan, 
Wyo., on the night of Oct. 30. Col. Alexander Rodgers, 
commanding the troops of the 6th Cavalry from Fort 
Meade, was reported on his way to meet this force. 
The troops of the 10th Cavalry, under Colonel Augur, 
reenforced by two additional companies from Fort 
MacKenzie, proceeded on Wednesday to Ashland, 
eighty miles north of Sheridan, to meet the troops 
coming overland from Fort Keogh. On Nov. 1., Col- 
onel Augur broke camp at Sherives Ranch, forty 
miles north of Sheridan. He was expected to reach 
Birney early that afternoon. Captain Wildman and 
the Signal Corps detachment left Sheridan that morn- 
ing for Birney, taking wire to connect the field forces 
with the telephone from Birney to Sheridan. 

The Indians say that they want President Roosevelt 
to give them the Powder River Valley for a hunting 
ground, and persists in their determination not to be 
taken back to Utah.

G.O. 27, OCT. 15, 1906, NAVY DEPT. 

1. Enlisted men of the Marine Corps, qualified as expert 
riflemen, are entitled to three dollars per month, those qualified 
as sharpshooters to two dollars per month, and those quali- 
fied as marksmen to one dollar per month, in addition to their 
pay, from the date of qualification to the close of the next suc- 
ceeding regular practice season, provided that during that time 
they continue to be members of an organization armed with 
a rifle or re-enlist in such organization within three months 
from date of discharge. 

2. If a marine, having qualified as an expert rifleman, fails 
in the next succeeding practice year to requalify as such, he 
is entitled to the classification and pay of a sharpshooter until 
the close of the next succeeding practice season following such 
failure to requalify. Similarly, if a marine who is classified 
as a sharpshooter fails in the next succeeding regular practice 
season to requalify as such he is entitled to the qualification and 
pay of a marksman until the close of the next succeeding regular 
practice season following such failure to qualify. If a marksman 
fails to requalify as such, his additional pay will cease at the 
close of the regular practice season next succeeding that in 
which he qualified. If a marine, through the exigencies of the 
Service, is not given an opportunity in the next succeeding 
regular practice season to requalify for a classification already 
attained, he will be entitled to the pay of such classification 
until the close of the next regular practice season in which op- 
portunity to requalify is given him. 

3. The fact of qualification will be evidenced in certificates 
issued by headquarters U.S. Marine Corps, which will show 
the date of actual qualification from which the marine is en- 
titled to increased pay, and the first muster rolls rendered to 
the Adjutant and Inspector's Department, and such pay rolls 
upon which credits for this extra compensation appear will 
give the number and date of the certificate of qualification. 
Hold-over classifications will be evidenced by endorsements to 
be entered, upon authority of the commandant, U.S. Marine 
Corps, upon the original certificate of qualification in the par- 
ticular case. When a marine ceases to be entitled to the addi- 
tional pay herein provided for, or such additional pay is reduced 
through failure to requalify, the fact will be noted on the muster 
rolls rendered to the Adjutant and Inspector's Departments 
and upon the pay rolls wherein the credits for extra compensa- 
tion cease. 

4. Commanding officers of vessels of the Navy where marines 
are serving afloat, and commanding officers of marines serving 
on shore, will furnish to the paymaster upon whose pay rolls 
credits for the extra compensation above provided appear certi- 
fied copies of certificates of qualification, together with all en- 
dorsements thereon in each case, which will be accepted by 
pay officers of the Navy, and the paymasters’ of the Marine 
Corps as pay roll vouchers supporting these credits and as 
evidence of the right of the enlisted man concerned to receive 
pay corresponding to the man’s classification from the date 
of qualification, if such be not prior te June 12, 1906, other- 





wise from that date, and to continue to receive this compensa- 
tion in the manner and until the dates above provided for.

PENNSYLVANIA. 


Ever since the commandants of companies, troops, batteries 
and regiments of the National Guard of Pennsylvania were 
furnished with the comments by the Army inspectors, who 
inspected the Keystone State soldiers in the early part of the 
current year, the discussion has been animated among those 


concerned. Judging by the comments it appears that the War 
Department had laid down certain points for the inspectors to 
particularize. 

The points reported upon were: 1. Character of men; 2. 
Would they prove zealous, reliable and efficient in domestic 
emergencies? 3. What per cent. world respond to any call? 
In all but a very few instances tae ‘‘character’’ query is 
answered as from ‘‘good’’ to ‘‘superier.’’ As to the manner 
of ascertaining the character of the cfficers and men, simply 
through a look-in at inspection, it is quite puzzling, unless 
the Army officer is possessed of character reading on sight. 
If it is intended to have character based upon appearance, 
that would also seem rather unsatisfying. However, as al- 
ready said, it is nearly all good to superior, and there will be 
no kicking on that score. 

In all but the anthracite coal district the inspectors believe 
that the soldiers would prove true. The number which it is 
thought would respond to any call is placed at from 95 to 
100 per cent. In the coal district there is unanimity in the 
expressed belief, that reliance upon a full response to their 
military duties cannot be had. That, of course, refers to a 
call for duty in domestic emergencies. The response in 1898 
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for troops for the war with Spain brought fully 100 per cent. 
of the officers and enlisted men to the standard. 

The housing of the N.G.P. generally meets with decided 
condemnation. As a specimen, the armory of Co. G, 4th Inf., 
is thus described: ‘‘The place used by this company as an 
armory is deplorably unsuitable for the purpose, and most 
uninviting. The drill room is not sufficiently large for the 
company to form, much less to drill. Under these discourag- 
ing circumstances it is not surprising that the company is not 
that which it should be. The wonder is that it is possible to 
maintain any organization whatsoever.’’ 

The handicap to that part of the 3d Brigade, located in 
the coal regions, is clearly set forth in the comments upon 
the 9th and 13th Infantry, located in Wilkesbarre and Scran- 
tont, respectively. With only minor difference the conditions 
are thus set forth: ‘‘This regiment, located in the very 
home of unionism, is confronted by the intense antagonism 
of mine labor organizations, as well as of independent ‘mili- 
tary’ and so-called patriotic organizations, there now being 
some thirty-seven of these companies in the Scranton-Wilkes- 
barre district. I am informed that these companies are wear- 
ing a uniform like that of the Regular Army; that they are 
gradually and quietly acquiring arms, and that their active 
hostility to the National Guard constitutes a serious menace 
to State authority and to law and order.’’ 

The Hospital Corps throughout the entire division is given 
unstinted praise. The personnel, commissioned and enlisted, 
is composed of first-class physicians and surgeons. Pharma- 
cists of note, students in medicine and surgery, and dentists 
are giving services and receiving practice. Vacancies in the 
corps are rare, as the positions are eagerly sought for. 

The bands attached to each regiment of Infantry are nearly 
all excellent. 

Officers of the Guard, who are far above the 
not believe in making full comparison between 
tactical units, as they claim it would be unfair. If all the 
companies had been inspected and reported upon by one offi- 
cer, then there would be a value in figuring comparative rat- 
ings. The claim is that no two officers have the same idea 
of the standard. Each rates as he sees it, and the larger 
the number of officers inspecting the greater the variety. 
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MONUMENT TO ENSIGN MONAGHAN. 


. Spokane, Wash., Oct. 26, 1906. 

United States Army and Navy officers, Hon, Albert E. Mead, 
Governor of Washington, civic and military organizations, the 
clergy of Spokane, school children and thousands of others did 
honor to the memory of Ensign John Robert Monaghan, of 
Spokane, killed in action near Apia, Samoa, April 1, 1899, by 
unveiling a monument at Riverside avenue and Monroe street 
on the morning of Oct. 25. The bronze figure is nine feet in 
height and stands on a granite base, the relief representing the 
scene of death. This inscription follows: ‘‘Erected A.D. 1906, 
by the citizens of his native State. Commemorative of John 
Robert Monaghan, ensign, U.S. Navy. Born in Chawelah, 
Wash., March 26, 1873. Graduated at Annapolis, June, 1895. 
Slain near Apia, Samoa, April 1, 1899, during the retreat of 
the allied forces from the deadly fire and overwhelming number 
of the savage foe. He alone stood the fearful onslaught and 
sacrificed his life defending a wounded comrade, Lieut. Philip 
V. Lansdale, U.S. Navy.” 

The monument was unveiled by Agnes Monaghan, sister of 
Ensign Monaghan, assisting in the ceremony being Capt. Thomas 
S. Phelps and Lieut. James J. Raby, intimate friends of the 
ensign, who came from San Francisco, Cal., to represent the 
Navy; Governor Mead, of Washington; Major E. H. Plummer, 
in command of several companies of the famous ‘Fighting 3d” 
Infantry, U.S.A., from Fort Wright; Judge C. B. Dunning, 
department commander, G.A.R., Washington and Alaska; Right 
Rev. Edward O’Dea, bishop of Nisqually; Rev. Father Herman 
J. Goller, president of Gonzaga College; Sister M. Alodia, super- 
intendent of the Holy Name Academy; Rev. Father Jacquet, of 
Santa Clara College, California; and Frank White, trumpcter, 
who was on the boat when Monaghan was slain. 

Former U.S. Senator George Turner, of Spokane, chairman of 
the committee, presented the monument to the city of Spokane in 
a brief address, which was responded to by Mayor Floyd L. 
Daggett, the massed bands playing ‘The Star Spangled Banner’ 
as the flag fell from the bronze figure. Bishop O’Dea made a 
short address, which was followed by the eulogy of Ensign 
Monaghan by Charles S. Voorhees, son of the late Senator 
Voorhees, of Indiana. Governor Mead paid tribute for the 
State of Washington, and the women of Spokane sang ‘‘Amer- 
ica.” Brief addresses were also made by President Goller, ‘of 
Gonzaga College, itt; which Ensign Monaghan was a student 
prior to joining the Navy; Judge Dunning and Father Jacquet. 
After the unveiling there was a parade of the U.S. troops, G.A.R. 
and Spanish war veterans, civic and military societies, cadets, 
school children and scores in carriages. 

The figure for the monument was designed by Sigvald 
Asbjornson, of Chicago, where the casting was made. The ac- 
tion in which Ensign Monaghan was killed occurred April 1, 
1899. A small band of American and British marines and 
bluejackets was sent out a few miles from Apia, Samoa, on a 
reconnoitering expedition. They were led by Lieut. A. H. Free- 
man, of the British cruiser Tauranga. The sailors were from 
that ship, the British ship Porpoise and the U.S. cruiser Phila- 
delphia. As the command was crossing a German plantation 
they were surprised by a hundred natives of the rebel king 
Mataafa’s forces. When the attack was made by the natives 
a firm stand was taken by the American and British sailors, 
notwithstanding the overwhelming numbers opposing them. 
Lieut. Philip V. Lansdale was operating the Colt’s machine gun 
which the party had brought with them, when the weapon be- 
came jammed. Although encumbered with a heavy fire, the lieu- 
tenant stood by the gun and endeavored to put it into order. 

While he was laboring he was struck by a shot that shattered 
his leg; Ensign Monaghan and a sailor, named Hunt, from the 
Porpoise, went to his assistance.. Ensign Monaghan was killed. 
Hunt had a marvelous éscape after he had been stunned by: a 
war club, and one of his ears had been cut off, While the 
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and dying soldiers a shell burst from the British ship Royalist, 
near the marauders, who, terrified, ran away. It was necessary 
to sound the signal for retreat three times before it was obeyed 
by the intrepid British and Americans. 

Later a scouting party went out and brought in the fallen. 
It was found that the dead, including the officers, had been de- 
capitated. The heads were not to be found. The bodies were 
interred at Mulinuu on Easter Sunday. Next day some French 
priests from a mission came in, bearing the heads of the dead 
heroes. The graves were then opened and the heads interred 
with the bodies. 

Ensign Monaghan belonged to the class of 1895 at the Naval 
Academy, so many of whose members have met violent deaths. 
To this class belonged Worth Bagley, killed in action with the 
Spaniards off Cardenas, Cuba, on May 11, 1898; Darwin R. 
Merritt, who met his death on the Maine at the blowing up of 
that vessel in Havana Harbor, Feb. 15, 1898; Joseph C. Breckin- 
inridge, who was lost off the torpedoboat Cushing, Feb. 10, 
1898, and William C. Davidson, who was killed by an explosion 
on board the U.S.S. Missouri, April 13, 1904.

J. S. B. writes: I was tried by a mixed general court-martial 
in the Philippines in March, 1900, composed of three Regular 
and three Volunteer officers—really two Regulars and four 
Volunteers. I was fined $20. Can I recover this amount? 
Answer: No; the trial was legal. 

J. ©. writes: I was discharged from the 5th U.S. Cavairy 
on May 13, 1905, for disability incurred in line of duty, after 
service extending over fourteen years. Not being able to_ take 
advantage of Soldiers’ Home at Washington, D.C., am I en- 
titled to $8 a month from Home, and if I am, how do I get it? 
Answer: You are not entitled to such a sum.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Baron Tweedmouth, First Lord of the British Admiral- 
ty, in a recent speech at Sheffield, justified the govern- 
ment in its policy of reasonable economy, but ridiculed 
the idea that the Admiralty Board would consent to pro- 
posals endangering the efficiency of the navy when its 
members knew such a course would imperil] their reputa- 
tions. On the contrary, the Admiralty thoroughly accept- 
ed the axiom that economy must not clash with the fight- 
ing efficiency of: the fleet. The prophets of ill who were 
denouncing the reductions in the navy assumed, continued 
Baron Tweedmouth, that the extended program of foreign 
rivals would inevitably be carried into effect. These ex- 
tended programs, however, had not been realized in the 
past, and the policy of the British Admiralty was not to 
make a long drawn program, but year by year to form a 
program in accordance with the necessities of that year 
and also in accordance with the exact amount of work 
carried out by rivals. Great Britain’s naval strength at 
the present moment, the speaker concluded, was greater 
than any combination that could be brought against her. 

The France Militaire, commenting upon the conditions 
brought about in the French cavalry by the adoption of a 
two years’ term of service in the army, declares that 
every consideration, save the military, influenced the ar- 
guments of those who brought about the introduction of 
the new law. What now remains to be done is to make 
the most of an unfortunate situation, which is now prac- 
tically admitted by the Minister of War, who has im- 
pressed upon the generals, in view of the difficult situa- 
tion created, to bring before the men whose period of ser- 
vice is about to expire the advantages which are offered 
to those who extend and continue with the colors for a 
period of four or five years. Our contemporary doubts 
whether this appeal is likely to induce a great number 
of men to re-engage. 

Two powerful battleships of the Russian navy were 
launched on Oct. 20, the Andrei Pervosvanni (St. An- 
drew the First Called), of 16,600 tons, which was suc- 
cessfully floated at St. Petersburg, and a smaller vessel, 
the St. Bustace, at Sebastopol. The Andrei Pervos- 
vanni is the largest ship built in Russia. She carries 
four 12-inch guns and twelve 8-inch guns, and is de- 
signed to have a speed of eighteen knots. A sister ship, 
the Emperor Paul, will be launched in the spring, giving 
Russia four first class battleships in the Baltic and 
three—the Panetleimon (formerly the Kniaz Potemkin), 
the Ivan Klatoust (St. John of the Golden Voice) and 
the St. Eustace—in the Black Sea. 


The following changes among British naval officers of 
high rank will be made early in 1907: Admiral Sir Day 
Hort Bosanquet, commander-in-chief of the North Ameri- 
can and West Indian Squadron, will be made commander- 
in-chief at Portsmouth; Vice Admiral Lord Charles Be- 
resford, commander-in-chief of the Mediterranean Fleet, 
becomes commander-in-chief of the Channel Fleet; Vice 
Admiral Sir Charles C. Drury, Lord Commissioner of 
the Admiralty, wiil be made commander on the Mediter- 
ranean station; Vice Admiral Sir Assheton G. Curzon- 
Howe, second in command of the Channel Fleet, becomes 
commander of the Atlantic Fleet, and Rear Admiral 
Francis C, B. Bridgeman, serving in the Mediterranean 
Fleet, will be made commander of the new Home Fleet. 

Press reports from Paris strongly support the belief ex- 
pressed in these columns last week, that General Picquart, 
the new French Minister of*War, would refrain from any 
retaliatory measures against those officers of the French 
army who were responsible for the unjust suffering to 
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which he was subjected in connection with the Dreyfus 
ease. General Picquart has intimated that he has no de- 
sire to retaliate upon those who so cruelly wronged him. 
but he has also announced that plans have been prepared 
for a Sweeping reform in the prevailing system of con- 
ducting courts-martial in the French army. This, he ex- 
plains, has become necessary in consequence of the viola- 
tions of the present system during the Dreyfus trial, the 
anti-military campaign conducted by the socialists and 
the unsatisfactory results from the courts-martial held in 
connection with the taking of church inventories last 
winter. 

Japanese newspapers contain some interesting informa- 
tion concerning the raising of the battleship Mikasa, Ad- 
miral Togo’s flagship in the battle of the Sea of Japan. 
After repeated disappointments, caused by unpropitious 
weather, the huge ship was floated at Sasebo on Aug. 8. 
The four powerful twenty-seven-inch pumps brought by 
the British vessel Batoum, each capable of discharging 
three thousand tons an hour, when set to work created 
no little astonishment, as the writer in the Osaka journal 
says. By the joint aid of the ship’s own pumps and the 
divers it had been possible to prepare for raising steam, 
and as she gradually rose it was seen that her own fun- 
nels were emitting smoke. Of all that has been achieved 
in the way of floating sunken ships at Port Arthur and 
other places nothing has afforded the Japanese people a 
tenth part of the delight that they experienced on finding 
that the Mikasa was again riding the waves. At least a 
year will be consumed in making her fit for service. She 
was almost a year under water, having sunk on the night 
of Sept. 11. The Mikasa was found to have ten large 
holes in her sides, to say nothing of an abundance of 
smaller leaks. 

According to cable advices from Pekin, the extensive 
maneuvers of the Chinese army recently held in the prov- 
ince of Honan were carefully prepared by a number of 
Japanese advisers. ‘The general opinion of the maneu- 
vers formed by the military attachés was not unfavorable. 
Incidents, however, occurred which if repeated in war 
would be disastrous. The spectacle of two contending 
forces blazing away at each other while standing in close 
formation at sixty yards’ distance suggested methods of 
warfare more suitable to the bow and arrow period than 
to that of the modern rifle, though the noise of the fusil- 
lade was highly gratifying to the Chinese spectators. 
Practically all the forces engaged had been instructed by 
Japanese officers, of whom twelve on each side, dressed 
in Chinese uniform, with queues, took a prominent part. 
What would have happened had the Japanese been absent 
is a question easily answered. 

As a result of the introduction of the two-year period of 
service in the French army the Minister of War has de- 
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cided that the number of servants provided 
by cavalry regiments must be greatly cur- 
tailed. Generals and other officers of similar 
rank must no longer take,servants from 
eavalry regiments, but must obtain them 
from other units under their command ; the 
other mounted officers and officials must 
more than ever draw on the infantry; the 
number, therefore, of trained servants 
must be increased in the infantry. 


The anniversary of the charge of the 
Light Brigade at Balaclava was celebrated 
by the surviving members of that command 
in London on Oct. 25. Of the fifty-two 
officers who rode in the charge twelve 
were killed, and the following six are be- 
lieved to be now the only survivors: Ma- 
jor General Mussenden and Major Phillips, 
Sth Hussars; Lieut. Gen. Sir Roger 
Palmer, Bart., 11th Hussars; Major Percy 
Smith, 13th Light Dragoons; Lord Trede- 
gar and Sir George Wombwell, Bart., 17th 
Lancers. 


Under a recent rearrangement each of 
the fourteen army corps of the Austro-Hun- 
garian army has one artillery brigade, con- 
sisting of one corps artillery regiment and 
three divisional artillery regiments of four 
batteries of four guns (eight in war time). 
The Internationale Revue iiber die gesam- 
ten Armeen und Flotten announces that 
the battery guns of the fourteen regiments 
of corps artillery were transformed on 
April 1 last into batteries of 10-cm. field 
howitzers. 


Six naval electrical mines belonging to 
the British navy have been lost during 
practice off Portsmouth, and went adrift in 
the Solent. The authorities at Portsmouth 
have issued a statement to the effect that 
so long as the mines remain in deep water 
there is no danger, but should they be car- 
ried in shore they will be a serious menace 
to small craft. 


The new gray-green uniform recently ex- 
perimented with in the German army is 
thus described by the Neue Militiirische 
Blitter: “The gray-green tunics are pro- 
vided on each side with a pecket to button. 
The buttons, as well as the badges of rank 
for the men, are of unpolished bronze, and 
can be taken off and on. Instead of a 
turned down collar, as in preceding experi- 
ments, it has a low, straight collar. The 
piping, facings, and collar are red; the 
shoulder-straps are those formerly in use. 
In order to ensure the waistbelt sitting 
properly, two hooks to support it are fas- 
tened to the tunic behind. The waistbelt, 
pouches, and bayonet-scabbard are of gray- 
green leather, the waistbelt-plate of unpol- 
ished bronze. he great-coat strap is also 
gray-green. 


Announcement is made in Berlin that 
the German Active Fleet under the com- 
mand of Prince Henry of Prussia will be 
increased to a strength of eighteen battle- 
ships and six armored cruisers. This in- 
crease of strength has been made possible 
by the continuity of German naval policy, 


which has enabled ship after ship to be 
completed for sea at the rate of two battle- 
ships per annum. Count Reventlow, at 
the recent Pan-Germanic Congress at- 
Dresden, dealing with the subject of the 
reduction of naval armaments, treated the 
proposal with great contempt. He said 
that it was very well for a Power which 
took an aggressive attitude to propose re- 
ductions, but Germany had no object but 
defense, her policy was definite, and there- 
fore it would be ridiculous to expect her to 
respond to the invitation offered. She might 
just as well ask Great Britain to reduce 
the rapidity of her construction until the 
German fleet was as strong as the British. 

Some interesting information relative to 
proposed changes in the Japanese army is 
given by the Japan Weekly Mail. It has 
been decided that the two years’ period of 
service shall commence next December. It 
also appears certain that the army will be 
organized in army corps instead of, as hith- 
erto, in divisions, According to a recently 
promulgated imperial decree, commanders 
of divisions may now call themselves ‘‘com- 
manding generals” (taisho), a post hither- 
to reserved for lieutenant generals. The 
peace strength of a division will be in- 
creased to 20,000 men, which is almost 
double its strength hitherto. Great energy 
is being displayed with regard to the in- 
crease of cavalry, and the organization of 
cavalry divisions, the reorganization of the 
heavy artillery, and the training of balloon 
corps. ‘There is also talk of the absolute 
necessity for the introduction of Q.-F. guns. 
The further increase of railway troops has 
been decided upon. On the other hand, it 
has been thought that there is no longer 
any need for eleven battalions in Formosa, 
and that they may be reduced by half. 

A military writer, speaking in the 
Strassburger Post of the recent maneuvers 
of the German army, says that the infantry 
attack presented the character of' a firing 
line more or less dense, and generally with 
intervals, approaching ‘nearer and nearer as 
the fire of the adversary was supposed to 
be reduced. The men took advantage of 
the ground for concealment, but their blue 
tunics made it difficult for them to hide 
themselves as they approached. A large 
use was made of entrenching tools, and it 
was evident that a considerable advance 
has been made in- the methods of attack 
since the maneuvers of last year. The fieid 
artillery—provided almost entirely with the 
new gun—played a great part, its action 
being chiefly against the opposing infantry, 
although the enemy’s artillery was not neg- 
lected. Considerable skill was shown in se- 
lecting the positions for batteries, and there 
was a tendency to employ the guns in 
masses. 

Spain is making rapid progress with the 
rebuilding of her navy. The expenditure 
of about $70,000,000, authorized by the 
Cortes last year, is being laid out to cover 
a construction program of six years.- It 
comprises eight 14,000-ton battleships, nine 
cruisers and several smaller vessels. Half 
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the ships must be built in Spanish yards, 
and besides the construction now under 
way, a complete reorganization and equip- 
ment of the arsenals, docks and yards at 
Ferrol, Cadiz and Carthagena has been un- 
dertaken. Among vessels now building are 
the Emperador Carlos V., a protected crui- 
ser of 10,000 tons; three belted cruisers, 
Cardinal Cisneros, Cataluna and Princessa 
de Austurias, and the protected cruiser 
Reina Regente. According to the latest in- 
formation, Spain has in commission three 
second-class battleships, four armored crui- 
sers, thirty-three second and third-class 
cruisers, five destroyers, thirteen torpedo- 
boats and twenty-nine miscellaneous ves- 
sels. By the time the program now being 
carried out is completed she will have 
brought her navy up to such formidable 
proportions that it will have to be consid- 
ered as an important factor in the balance 
of European sea power.

The State association 
is organized for the purpose of promoting 
rifle practice, and any one interested is in- 
vited to use this range. This is the first 
commercial gallery in the United States to 
have an Army Krag.

D.C. Sev- 
eral of the young men who successfully 
passed the last examination for appoint- 
ment as assistant paymaster in the Navy 
were also tutored by Mr. Dowd.
